An At for regulating the Payment of Bounttes, on the Fxpor- 
tation of certain Manufattures of this Kingdom. 


"HEREAS the encouraging of the vaxious branches of linen and hempen 
manufactures, and of certain manufactures made of filk, by bounties on 

export, will tend to promote and enlarge the ſame, and it is neceſſary that the pay- 
ment of ſuch bounties ſhould be under certain regulations and reſtrictions ; be it 
enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent 
of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parliament 
aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That every exporter, or ſeller for 
exportation of plain Iriſh linen, Iriſh chequed or ſtriped linen, and Iriſh huckabacks, 
diapers, ſheetings, and other ſpecies of linens, upwards of a yard in breadth, and 
of printed, painted, ſtained, or dyed Iriſh linens, callicoes, cottons, or cottons 
mixed with linen to any places on the exportation to which bounties are pay- 
able, ſhall -in the entry of ſuch goods at the port of exportation, expreſs the 
quantity thereof, and the value excluſive of all printing, painting, ſtaining or 
dying, and the marks on every box or package; and ſhall make and ſubſcribe an 


atfidavit on ſuch entry, or if a known quaker, an affirmation to the following

Wuraras it is neceſſary that . ſhould be made for 3 the 
charge of the pay and clothing of the militia in this kingdom for one year, 
from the twenty- fifth dy of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-feven : 
be it therefore enacted by the 88 moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the ad- 
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vice and conſent of the lords, ſpiritual and tempo-al, and commons in this preſent 
Parſiament aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That the lords commil- 
ſioners of his Majeſty's treaſury, ſhall iſſue in money the ſums required, to the agent 
or agents, or clerk or clerks of fuch regiments or battilions of militia, as ſhall be 
raiſed, which he is to apply in the manner, and for the ſeveral uſes herein after

in advance, at the rate of fix ſhillings a day for each adjutant, from the date of his

any collector, ſub-commiſhoner or ſurveyor in his Majeſty's revenue, is empowered 
and required to adminiſter; and for every default of making ſuch entry or athdavit, :

places belonging to every dealer in leather; and into every place where tanned leather 
ſhall be {tored, or ſhall be kept to be weighed or fold, or manufactured, to ſearch 
and ſee whether the hides and ſkins therein be duly ſtamped; and if any tanner, 
currier, or dreſſer of hides or {kins, dealer in leather, or owner or occupier of any | 
ſuch place as aforeſaid, or his or her ſervant, ſhall refuſe ſuch entrance to any oſſicer 
of exciſe, or not permit ſuch otficer to enter as aforeſaid, every ſuch tanner, currier 
or dreſſer, dealer in leather, owner or occupier who, or whoſe ſervant ſhall refuſe 
or not permit ſuch entrance as aforeſaid, ſhall for every offence forfeit the ſum of 
twenty pounds; and if any tanner, currier, or dreſſer of hides or ſkins, or pieces 
of hides or ſkins, or dealer in leather, his or her ſervant, ſhall not on demand made 
by any officer of exciſe, -at the tan- yard, or other place of ſuch tanner,- currier, or 
dreſſer, or dealer in leather, where any hides or ſkins are kept, ſhew ſuch officer 
all the ſtock of hides and ſkins, and pieces of hides and ſkins, in the poſſeſſion of 
ſuch tanner, currier, dreſſer or dealer in leather, or ſhall not permit ſuch officer to 
take an account thereof, every ſuch tanner, currier, dreſſer and dealer in leather, 
ſhall for every negle& or -refuſal by him or her, or by his or her ſervant, forfeit 
twenty pounds; and if any perſon ſhall fraudulently conceal any hides or ſkins, or 
pieces of hides or ſkins, to the intent to defraud. his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſ- 
ſors, of the duty payable thereon, then and in every ſuch cafe, ſuch perſon ſhall for 


every ſuch offence forfeit twenty pounds; and all hides and ſkins, and pieces of 


hides and ſkins tanned, or in the proceſs of tanning, which ſhall be found in any 
tan-yard, tan-houſe, work-houſe, or other place for which a licenſe in force ſhall 
not have been granted, or of which ſuch notice to the collector of the diſtrict as

1 it is expedient to exempt the occupiers of houſes containing 
one hearth, and no greater number, from the duty on fire hearths, and 
to grant certain duties on other houſes proportionable to the number of hearths

| HEREAS by an act paſſed in the fifteenth and ſixteenth years of the reign 


of his preſent Majcſty, entitled, An act to prevent and puniſh tumultuous 
riſings of perſons within this kingdom, and for other purpoſes therein mentioned; it is 
enacted, that ſatisfaction and amends be made, in manner therein mentioned, to 
all and every perſon and perſons, his, her, or their executors or adminiitrators, for 
all and every injury and damage which ſhall be done or committed againſt his, 
her, or their perſon or perſons, habitations, poſſeſſion, property, goods, or chat- 
tels, by any offender or offenders againſt the ſaid act; and that every perſon or 
perſons, his, her, or their executors or adminiſtrators, who ſhall ſuſtain any ſuch 
injury, loſs or damage, by any of the offences therein mentioned, may ſue for, 
and recover ſatisfaction and amends for the injury, loſs, or damage incurred or ſuf- 
fered as therein mentioned, at the next aſſizes to be held for the county where 
ſuch offence was committed, in the manner by the ſaid act ſpecified and directed; 


and it is by the ſaid act provided, that every perſon or perſons applying for a pre- 


ſentment, hall, by himſelf, herſelf, or themſelves, or by ſome perſon or perſons,

damage done or committed, or within a reaſonable time after he, ſhe, or they ſhall

officers appointed as aforeſaid; and the ſaid commiſſioners and officers reſpec- 
tively, are hereby required to deliver, or cauſe to be delivered unto the ſe- 
veral perſons who ſhall ſo bring and deliver any quantity of vellum, parchment, or 
paper, the like quantity of vellum, parchment, or paper, ſo ſtamped as aforeſaid, 
and as good in quality, marked with the impreſſion of ſuch new type, mark, cr 
ſtamp, without demanding or taking, directly or indirectly, for the ſame, any 
ſum of money or other confideration whatſoever, under the penalty of forfeiting 
for every ſuch offence the ſum of one hundred pounds; and in caſe any perſon 
ſhall neglect or omit within the time aforeſaid, to bring or cauſe to be brought 
and delivered unto the ſaid commiſhoners or officers as aforeſaid, any ſuch vellum, 
parchment or paper, the ſame is hereby declared to be of no other effect than if 
ſuch vellum, parchment or paper had never been ſtamped; and that all matters and 
things which ſhall be engroſſ:d or written thereon, after ſuch time as ſhall be ap- 
pointed by ſuch advertiſement as aforeſaid, for making uſe of ſuch changed or al- 
tered typ23, marks, or {tamp3 as aforeſaid, ſhall be of no other effect than as if 
they had been engroſſcd or written on vellum, parchment, or paper not marked or 
| ſtamped; and all perſons who ſhall engroſs or write any matter or thing chiarge- 
able with any of the duties aforeſaid, on ſuch vellum, parchment, or paper, after 
the ſaid time, ſh ill incur and ſuffer ſuch penalty as is herein before directed to be 
inflicted on perſons writing and engroſſing on vellum, parchment, or paper, not 
marked or ſtamped. 

XLIII. Provided always, That all vellum, parchment, and paper, which has been 
marked or ſtamped, and has paid the duties granted by any act or acts of parlia-

And for the better diſtribution of the ſaid vellum, parchment and paper, 
and that your Majeſty's ſubjects may have the ſame with convenience and at an eaſy 
rate; be it enacted, that the lord lieutenant or other chief governor or governors of 
this kingdom for the time being, ſhall once in every year, atleaſt, ſet the prices at 
which all ſorts of ſtamped vellum, parchment, and paper ſhall be ſold; and the

ordnance, or to any receipt given by any officer of the exchequer or revenue, for 
money received on account of any duty, tax, rent, or other, — paid for the uſe 
of his Majeſty. 

XLIX. Prawided nevertheleſs, That the N bills, or receipts of 3 
other than notes, bills, and receipts of the governor and company of the bank

of money as have become due, or ſhall become due, for the duty, by this or any 
former act of parliament, charged on advertifements, 'which have been, or ſhall 

printed or publiſhed in fuch newſpapers, or other paper as aforeſaid, and as 
ſhall be due for fines or penalties adjudged againſt the printer or printers, pub- 
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liſner or publiſhers, proprietor or proprictors of ſuch newſpiper, under and by 
virtue of this act, during ſuch time as ſuch materials or utenſiis were, or ſhall 
be uſed in, or kept at, or did or ſhall belong to ſuch printing-houfe as aſoreſuid; 
and it ſhall and may be lawful, in all cafes, to levy ſuch ſum and ſums of money 
upon ſuch materials and ucentils, in like manner as if the printer or printers of 
ſach newſpapers, or other paper as aforeſaid, were the proprietor or proprietors 
of ſuch materials and utenſils at the time of I:vying the ſune. 

LXXIII. And be it enacted, - That no perfin ſhall fell, or expoſe to ſale, any 
ſuch pamphlet, or any ſugh newipap-r, or any paper, ſerving the purpoſe of A 
| newſpaper, without the true name and ſur-name, or names or ſur-names, and the 
place or places of abode of ſome known perſon or perſons, by or for whom the 
ſame was really and truly printed or publiſhed, being written or printed thereon, 
upon pain that every perſon offending herein thall forfeit for every ſuch offence 
the ſum of fifry pounds, one moiety thereof to the uſe of your Miyjeſty, your 
heirs and ſucceſſors, and the other moiety to the uſe of ſuch perſon as ſhall ſue 
for the ſame, by action or information, in any of your Majelty's courts of record, 
or by civil bill in the court of proper juriſdiction. 

LXXIV. And be it enacted, That no officer appointed for diſtributing ve!lum, 
parchment, or paper, in this kingdom, ſhall ſell or deliver any ſtamped paper for 
printing any publick newſpaper, intelligence, or occurrence, to any perſon, unleſs 
ſuch perſon ſhall give ſecurity, by bond as aforeſaid, for the payment of the dutics 
for the advertiſements which ſhall be printed therein, or thereupon. 

LXXV. And whereas printers, publiſhers, and proprietors of newſpapers, intel- 
lizence, ot occurrences, or other papers ſerving the purpoſe of newſpapers, intel- 
ligence, or occurrences, who have performed the requiſites which by law are 
required to entitle them to obtain from the commitlioners for managing your 
M.jeſty's ſtamp duties, or their officers, ſtamped paper for printing of ſuch new(- 
papers, or other papers as aforeſaid, of which they are reſpeCtively printers, pub- 
liſhers, or proprietors, have ſupplied printers or proprietors of other newſpapers 
with ſtamped paper, for the printing of ſuch, other newſpapers or other papers 
as aforeſaid, whereby the laws relating thereto have been evaded: for prevention 
| whereof, be it enacted, That in all cafes where any perſon or perſons, who is, 
or are, or ſhall be entitled to obtain ſrom the ſaid commiſſioners, or their officers, 
ſtamped paper for the printing of any newſpaper or other paper aforeſaid, of 
which he, ſhe, or they is or ſhall be printer or printers, publiſher or publiſhers, 
proprietor or proprietors, ſhall furniſh or ſupply any other perſon or perſons with 
any ſuch ſtamped paper, every ſuch printer, publiſher, or proprietor, ſhall for 
every ſuch offence forfeit a ſum of one hundred pounds ſterling, to be recovered 
by action or information in any of your Majeſty's courts of record, in this king- 
dom, or by civil bill in the court of proper juriſdiction, by any perſon or perſons 
who ſhall ſue for the ſame; one moiety thereof to the uſe of your Majeſty, and 
the other moiety thereof to the uſe of the perſon ſuing for the ſame; and if 
any perſon or perſons ſhall make uſe of any ſtamped paper for the printing of 
any newſpaper, or other paper, as aforeſaid, which he, ſhe, or they, ſhall receive, 
or be furniſhed with, by any other perſon or perſons than the ſaid commiſſioners, 
or their officers, or diſtributors, every ſuch perſon ſhall, for every ſuch of- 
fence, forfeit a ſum of one hundred pounds, to be applied and recovered in 
like manner as the ſaid laſt mentioned forfeiture is to be applied and recov- 
ered. | 

LXXVL And foraſmuch as it may be uncertain how many copies of ſuch 
printed newſpapers, almanacks, and Dublin directories may be ſold: be it enacted, 
That the commiſſioners for managing the ſtamp duties, or any of them, or ſuch 
of their otkcers as ſhall be by them appointed an that behalf, ſhall and may can- 
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cel, or cauſe to be cancelled, all the ſtamps on ſuch newſpapers, almanacks, and 
Dublin directories, which ſhall really and truly remain unſold in the hands of the 
, perſon or perſons, by or for whom the ſame ſhall be printed or publiſhed, and 
upon oath, or, if a quaker, upon ſolemn affirmation, made before the ſaid com- 
miffioners, or any of them, or ſuch officer, to the ſatisfaction of ſuch commiſ- 
ſioners, or any of them, or ſuch officer as aforeſaid, that all newſpapers, almz- 
nacks, and Dublin directories, containing the ſtamps ſo tendered to be cancelled, 
are really and truly remaining unſold in the hands of the perſon or perfons by or 
for whom the ſame were printed or publiſhed, and that none of ſuch newſpapers, 
almanacks, and Dublin directories, have been fraudulently returned, or re-bouugh”, 


after the ſame ſhall have been ſold and diſpoſed of, or any profit or advantage 


made thereof; which oath or affirmation the ſaid commiſſioners, or any of them, 
and the ſaid officers reſpectively, are or is hereby authorized to adminiſter, and 
alſo to examine upon oath or affirmation into all the circumſtances relating to 
the ſelling or diſpoſing of ſuch newſpapers, almanacks, and Dublin directories, 
ſhall or may deliver, or cauſe to be delivered, the like number of other ſheets, hall 
ſhcets, or leſs pieces of paper properly ſtamped, with the ſame reſpective ſtamps, 
upon payment made for ſuch paper, but no duty ſhall be taken for the ſtamps 
thereon. 

LXXVII. Provided 8 That where any almanack ſhall contain more than 
one piece of paper, it ſhall be ſufficient to ſtamp only one of the pieces of 
paper upon which ſuch almanack ſhall be printed, and to pay the duty accord- 
ingly. | 

LXXVIII. And be it enafted, That the ſaid commiſſioners, or any of them, cr 
ſuch of their officers as ſhall be by them appointed in that behalf, ſhall or may

ployed to tranſact the buſineſs intended to have been carried into execution by ſuch 
writing or engroſſment, or to the writer or engroſſer thereof, for the duty or duties 
marked, ſtamped, or impreſſed thereon, and upon oath (or if a known quaker, 
upon ſolemn affirmation) made to the ſatisfaction of the ſaid commiſſioners, or 
any of them, or of the, ſaid officer, which oath or affirmation the ſaid commiſſion- 
ers are, or any of them, and the ſaid officer is hereby authorized to adminiſter, 
that ſuch ſtamped vellum, parchment, or paper, ſo engroſſed or written upon, or 
ſpoiled, obliterated, or by any other means rendered unfit for the purpoſe intended, 


hath not been executed or ſigned by any party or parties, or uſed for any other 


purpoſe, or in any other manner whatſoever; and that no money or other con- 
fideration hath been paid or given for the duty or duties marked, ſtamped, or im- 
preſſed thereupon, fave and except the money firſt paid for ſuch duty or duties to 
-the receiver-general of the ſtamp duties, or other proper officer appointed to col- 


lect and receive the ſame; and the ſaid commiſſioners are hereby required to 


ſtamp or mark, or cauſe to be ſtamped or marked, for the ſeveral perſons who ſhall 
bring and deliver any quantity of ſtamped vellum, parchment, or paper ſo writ- 
ten or engroſſed upon, ſpoiled, obliterated, or by any other means rendered unſit 
for uſe or ſervice, the like quantity of vellum, parciment, or paper, with the 
ſeveral and reſpective duties ſtamped, marked, or impreſſed on the velium, parch- 
ment, or paper, ſo written, or engroſſed upon, ſpoiled, obliterated, or by any other 
means rendered unfit for uſe or ſervice, without demanding or taking, directly or 
indirectly, for the "ne, any ſum of money, or other conſideration whatſoever 3 

and 
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and the ſaid commiſſioners for managing the ſtamp duties, for the time being, 
or the major part of them, are hereby empowered, from time to time, to make 
ſuch rules and orders for regulating the methods, and limiting the times for ſuch 
cancelling and allowance as aforeſaid, with reſpect to newſpapers, almanacks, 
and Dublin dire Tories, and other matters, as they ſhall, upon experience and 
| conſideration of the ſeveral circumſtances, find neceſſary or convenient for ef- 
fectually ſecuring the duties thereon, and doing juſtice to the perſons ON 
therein. 

LXXIX. And be it enacted, That from and aſter the tweaty-fiſth day of March, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven, to the twenty-fifth day of March, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-eight, inclufive, if any perſon or perſons 
ſhall print, publiſh, ſell, hawk, carry about, utter, or expoſe to ſale any almanack 
or calendar, or Dublin directory, or any newſpaper, or any book, pamphlet, or 
paper, deemed or conſtrued to be, or ſcrving the purpoſe of any almanack, or 
Dublin directory, or newſpaper, or daily account of goods imported and exported, 
(except as before excepted) within the intention or meaning of this act, not being 
marked or ſtamped, as by this act is directed, every ſuch perſon ſhall, for every 
almanack, calendar, Dublin directory, newſpaper, book, pamphlet, or paper ſo 
printed, publiſhed, ſold, hawked, carried about, uttered or expoſed to ſale, forfeit 
the ſum of five pounds, to be recovered by any perſon who ſhall ſue for the ſame 
in a ſummary way, before any juſtice of the peace, who is hereby authorized to 
hear and determine the ſame, and upon due proof thereof upon oath, and upon 
default of payment of the ſaid penalty, to commit the offender to priſon for one 
month, for every ſuch default without bail or mainprize ; which penalty ſhall be 
to the ſole uſe and benefit of the perſon or perſons who ſhall, without fraud or 
covin, firſt ſue for the ſame. 

LXXX. And whereas many printers and publiſhers of newſpapers, or daily 
accounts as aforeſaid, by ſelling unſtamped newſpapers or daily accounts, defraud 
your Majeſty's revenue, and injure the fair trader: for prevention whereof, be it 
enacted, That every printer or publiſher of a newſpaper, or daily account of 
goods imported or exported (except as before excepted) printed or publiſhed in the 
city of Dublin, or county of Dublin, during the continuance of this act, ſhall, on 
every day of publication, or the day following, between the hours of twelve 
and two, on each day, cauſe to be delivered to the regiſter of pamphlets, at the 
ſtamp office 'in the ſaid city of Dublin, one ſtamped impreſſion or copy of the 
newſpaper ſo printed or publithed with his or her name written thereon, by his 
or her own proper hand-writing, in his or her accuſtomed manner of ſigning the 
ſame ; and every printer or publiſher of a newſpaper, printed or publiſhed during 
the time aforeſaid, in any other place in this kingdom, ſhall, on the day of the 
publication of ſuch newſpaper, or on the day following, in like manner, between 
the hours of twelve and two, cauſe to be delivered to the next diſtributor of 
ſtamps in thc county in which ſuch newſpaper ſhall be printed or publiſhed, two 
impreſſions or copies of every ſuch newſpaper ſo printed or publiſhed, with his 
or her name written thereon, by his or her proper hand, in his or her accuſtomed 
manner of ſigning. the ſame, ſtamped as aforeſaid, for which ſeveral copies or 
impreſſions ſo |-livered, the reſpective printers or publiſhers thereof, ſhall be paid 
the uſual and current prices of ſuch impreſſions or copies; which ſaid ſeveral 
ſtamped copies or impreſſions ſo delivered as aforeſaid, ſhall be, and they are hereby 
declared to be evidence againſt the ſeveral proprietors, publiſhers, and printers 
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of ſuch newſpapers reſpectively, for any offence whatever in all complaints, ſuits, 


actions, indictments, informations, and proſecutions, to be commenced and carried 

on, as well touching-ſuch newſpapers reſpeCtively, as every matter and thing

every publick notary ſhail, once in every two monilis, curing the time aforcthid, 
deliver to the ſaid commiiſioners of ſtamp duties, or ſome perfon authorized by 
them, at the head oſſice to receive the ſame, a faithful and true account in wiitin ”

and to give diſcharges to the ſcveral accountants. / 
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| CX. And be it enacted, That when the accoants of the money received for the 
ſaid ſeveral duties ſhall have been ſo audited, the ſame ſhall be ſigned by the ſail 
commiſhoners of impreſt accounts, or the. major part of them, and ſhall be at all 
times to the officers, therein: concerned, a full and ſuiſicient warrant and diſcharge 
to all intents and purpoſes. 

CI. And be it enacted, That all-penalties and forfeitures impoſed by this act, 
unleſs otherwiſe directed, may be recovered by any perſon who ſhall ſue for the 
- fame by action of debt, bill, plaint, or information in.any of your Mijeſty's courts 
of record at Dublin, in which no eſſoign, protection, or-wager of law, or more 
than one imparlance ſhall be allowed; one moiety thereof to the uſe of your Ma- 


jeſty, and the other moiety to the uſe of the perſon ſuing for the ſame. 


CII. And be it enacted, That a ſeparate and diſtinct account of all monies 
ariſing by the duties mentioned in the ſchedule marked A, on licenſes to keep 
lottery oſſices, ſhall be kept by the ſeveral. proper officers, and the ſame or a ſuſſi- 
cient part thereof ſhall be paid and applied to defray the charges and expences of

And no ſentence of death ſhall be given againſt any offender -in ſuch caſe by any 
general court martial, -unleſs nine ↄſſicers prefent ſhall concur therein; and in all 
caſes where a court martial ſhall conſiſt of more officers than thirteen, then the + 
judgment ſhall paſs by the concurrence of two-thirds at the leaſt of the officers 
. preſent ; and no proceedings or trial ſhall be had upon any offence, but between 
| the hours of eight of the clock-in the morning and three in the afternoon, except 
in caſes which require an immediate example. 
IX. And be it further enacted and declared, That in caſe of any ſoldier tried 
and convicted of deſertion, or of any other offence, to which the puniſhment of de- 
-ſertion is annexed by this act, whenſoever the court martial which ſhall paſs ſentence 
upon ſuch trial, ſhall not think the offence deſerving of capital puniſhment, ſuch 
court martial may, inſtead of awarding a corporal puniſhment, adjudge the offender, 
if they ſhall think fits. to ferve as a ſoldier in any of the corps ſtationed in any of 
his Majeſty's: dominions beyond the ſeas, or in foreign parts for life, or for a cer- 
Stain term of years, according to the degree of offence; and if ſuch ſoldier ſhall 
- afterwards, without leave from his Majeſty, or from the commanding officer of 
the corps in which he ſhall be appointed to ſerve, return. into this realm before the 
expiration of the term limited-by ſuch ſentence, and ſhall be convicted thereof by 
a court-martial, he ſhall ſuffer death. 
X. Provided always, That the party tried by any general court-martial, thell'be 
entitled to a copy of the ſentence and proceedings of ſuch court-martial upon de- 
mand thereof made by himſelf, or by any other perſon or perſons on his behalf, he 
L | | or 
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or they paying reaſonably for the ſame, at any time not ſooner than three months A, D, 


after ſuch ſentence, whether ſuch ſentence be approved of or not, any thing in 
this act to the contrary notwithſtanding. 


XI. Provided always, and be it further ä by the authority aforeſaid, That 8 


every judge advocate, or perſon officiating as ſuch at any general court-marrtial, 
do, and he is hereby required to tranſmit with as much expedition as the opportunity 
of time and diſtance of place can admit, the original proceedings and ſentgnce of 
ſuch court martial to the chief ſecretary of the lord lieutenant, or other chief go- 
vernor or governors of the kingdom of Ireland, to be laid before him or them, and 
when the determination ſhall have been made upon the ſentence therein contained, 
to be lodged with the judge advocate general in Dublin; which ſaid original pro- 
ceedings and ſentence ſhall be carefully kept and preſerved in the office of ſuch 
| judge advocate-general, to the end that the perſon entitled thereto may be ena- 
| bled upon application to the oſſice to obtain af: thereof, according to the true 
intent and meaning of this act. 
XII. Provided alſo, and be it further enacted and declared, That none of the 
proceedings of any general or regimental court martial, nor any entry or copy 
thereof, ſhall be charged or chargeable with any ſtamp duty whatſoever, any thing 
contained in any former act or acts to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

XIII. Provided always, and be it hereby declared and enacted, That no officer 
or ſoldier being acquitted or convicted of any offence, be liable to be tried a ſecond 
time by the ſame or any other court martial for the ſame offence, unleſs in the 
caſe of an appeal from a regimental to a general court-martial ; and that no ſen- 
tence given by any court-martial, and ſigned by the preſident thereof, be liable to 
be reviſed more than once. 

XIV. Provided always, That nothing in this act contained, ſhall extend, or be 
conſtrued to exempt any oflicer or ſoldier whatſoever from being proceeded againſt 
by the ordinary courſe of law. 

XV. And for preventing of frauds and deceit in the muſtering of ſoldiers, be 
it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any perſon'do make or give, 
or procure to be made or given, any falſe or untrue certificate whereby to excuſe 
any ſoldier for his abſence from any muſter, or any other ſervice which he ought 
to attend or perform, upon pretence of being employed on ſome other duty of the 
regiment, or of ſickneſs, being in priſon, .or on furlough : then every ſuch perſon 
ſo making, giving, or procuring ſuch certificate, fhall, for every ſuch offence, for- 
feit the ſum of fifty pounds, and ſhall be forthwith caſhiered and diſplaced from his 
office, and ſhall be thereby utterly diſabled to have or hold any military office of 
employment within this realm ; and no certificate ſhall excuſe the abſence of any 
ſoldier, but for the reaſons above mentioned, or one of them; and the commiſſary 
of the muſters, is hereby directed to ſet down on the roll, at the time of the tak- 
ing of the muſter, the reaſon of the abſence of ſuch ſoldier reſpeCtive!y, and by 
whom certified, and not to ſet down any ſuch excuſe without view of ſuch certifi- 
cate. 

XVI. And be it further 4584580 by the authority aforeſaid, That every oſſicer 
that ſhall make any falſe or untrue muſter of man or horſe, and every commiſſary, 
multer-maſter, or other officer, who ſhall wittingly or willingly allow or ſign the 
muſte roll, wherein ſuch falſe muſter is contained, or any duplicate thereof; and 
alſo every commiſſary, muſter-maſter, or other officer who ſhall directly or indi- 
reQly take, or cauſe to be taken, any ſum or ſums of money, or any gratuity, on 
or for the muſtering of any regiment, troop, or company, or on or for the ſign- 
ing of any muſter-rolls, or any duplicate thereof, upon proof thereof upon cath 
made by two witneſſes before a general court-martial to be thereupon called, which 
is hereby authorized and required to adminiſter ſuch oath, ſhall for ſuch offence 
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be forthwith caſhicred, and diſplaced from ſuch his office, and ſhall be thereby ut- 
tefly diſabled to have or hold any civil or military office or employment within this 


XVII. And be it further enacted by the anthority aforeſaid, That every com- 


miſſary or mufter-maſter upon any muſter to be made, had, or taken by him or 


them, ſhall, by a convenient time before ſuch mufter made, give notice to the 
mayor, or other chief magiſtrate or officer of the place where the ſaid ſoldiers fo 
to be muſtered ſhall be quartered, who is hereby requirect to be preſent at every 
ſuch muſter, and give his utmoſt aſhſtance for the diſcovering any falſe or untrue 
muſter there made, or offered to be made; and that every ſuch commiſſary or 
muſter-maſter making or taking ſuch mufter, that ſhall neglect to give ſuch notice 
as aforeſaid, or ſhall refuſe to take the aid and aſſiſtance of ſuch mayor, chief ma- 
giſtrate, or officer where the ſoldiers to be muſtered ſhall be quartered, ſhall for- 
feit the ſum of fifty pounds, and ſhall be diſcharged from his office; and no muſ- 
ter-roll ſhall be allowed, unleſs the ſame be ſigned by the ſaid mayor, or other 
chief magiſtrate or officer reſpectively; but in caſe ſuch mayor, chief magiſtrate 
or officer ſhall not, upon due notice given, attend ſuch muſter, or ſhall refuſe to 
fign ſuch muſter-roll, without giving good and ſufficient reaſons for ſuch his refu- 
ſal, that then the commiſſary may proceed to muſter ſuch regiment, troop, or 
company, without incurring the ſaid penalty, and ſuch muſter-roll ſhall be allowed, 
though not ſigned as aforeſaid ; provided that as ſoon after taking ſuch muſter as 
conveniently may be, oath be made by the commiſſary or muſter-maſter, before 


any of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace for the county where ſuch muſter ſhall 


be taken, or otherwiſe before one ef his Majeſty's courts of record, or before a 
maſter in chancery in Dublin, that ſuch notice was truly given to the ſaid mayor, 
chief magiſtrate, or officer as aforeſaid. 

XVIII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any perſon 
ſhall be falſely muſtered, or offer himſelf. falſely or deceitfully to be muſtered, 
upon proof thereof made upon oath by two witneſſes, before the next juſtice of 


the peace for the county where ſuch muſter ſhall be made, and upon certificate 


thereof in writing under the hand of the commiſſary of the muſters, or chief ma- 
giſtrates as aforeſaid, made to ſuch juſtice of the peace, the ſaid juſtice is hereby 
authoriſed and required to commit ſuch offender to the houſe of correction, there 
to remain for the ſpace of ten days; and if any perſon ſhall wittingly or willingly 
lend or furniſh any horſe to be muſtered, which ſhaH not truly belong to the 
trooper or troop ſo muſtered, the ſaid horſe ſo falſely muſtered ſhall be forfeited to 
the informer, if the ſame doth belong to the perſon. lending or furniſhing the ſaid 
horſe; or otherwiſe the perſon lending or furniſhing the ſaid horſe, ſhall forfeit 
the ſum of twenty pounds, upon oath made by two witneſſes before the next juſ- 
tice of the peace ; which twenty pounds ſhall be levied by warrant under the hand 


and ſeal of the ſaid juſtice, by diſtreſs and ſale of the goods and chattels of the 


perſon ſo offending, rendering the overplus, if any. be, to the owner ; and in caſe 

ſuch offender ſhall not have ſuffictent goods and chattels whereon diſtreſs may be 
made, to the value of the penalty to be recovered againſt him, or ſhall not pay 

ſuch penalty within four days after ſuch conviction, then, and in ſuch caſe, ſuch 
Juſtice of the peace ſhall and may, by warrant under his hand and ſeal, either 
commit ſuch offender to the common gaol, there to remain without bail or main- 
prize, for the ſpace of three months, or cauſe ſuch offender to be publickly whip- 
ped at the diſcretion of ſuch juſtice ; and the ſaid forfeiture ſhall be to ſuch per- 
ſon or perſons that ſhall give information thereof; and the ſaid informer or in- 
formers, if belonging to the ſervice, ſhall have a right to be diſcharged forthwith,

I IX. And 
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XIX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every com- 
miſſioned officer, ſtore-keeper, or commiſſary, that ſhall embezzle or manifeſtly 
cauſe to be embezzled or miſapplied, or ſhall wilfully or through neglect, ſuffer 
any proviſions, forage, arms, clothing, ammunition, or other military ſtores to 
be ſpoiled or damaged, upon proof thereof upon oath, made by two witneſſes before 

a general court-martial, which is hereby authorized and required to adminiſter 
ſuch oath, ſhall be forthwith diſmiſſed his Majeſty's ſervice, and forfeit the ſum of 
one hundred pounds, and is hereby required to make good at his own expence the 
loſs and damage thereby ſuſtained, to be aſcertained by fuch court-martial, which 
ſhall have power to ſeize the goods and chattels of the perſon ſo offending, and 
ſell them for the payment of the ſaid one hundred pounds, and ſuch damage; and 
if ſufficient goods and chattels cannot be found and ſeized, then the perſon ſo of- 
fending ſhall be committed to priſon, or the common gaol, to remain there for 
ſix months, without bail or mainprize, and until he ſhall pay ſuch deficiency; 
and after the ſaid fum ſhall be recovered and levied, the ſame ſhall be applied and 
diſpoſed of as his Majeſty ſhall direct and appoint. 

XX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every commiſ- 
ſary of the muſters, or muſter-maſter, either of the land forces or marines, making 
or taking a muſter, do make oath before the mayor or chief magiſtrate attending 
the making or taking fuch muſter as aforeſaid, if ſuch mayor or chief magiſtrate 
ſo attending be a juſtice of the peace, or otherwiſe before one of his Majeſty's courts 
of record, or before a maſter in chancery in Dublin, who is hereby authorized to 
adminiſter the fame in manner following: 


J A. B. do fear, that I ſaw, at the time of taking a muſter of ſuch troops or 
companies of this regiment as lay within my preſent circuit, ſuch men or horſes of ſuch 
troops or companies ſo muſtered by me as are borne and not reſpited, on the muſter-roll, 
for which men or horſes a ſigned certificate or certificates are not endorſed on the back of 
the roll, certifying their being abſent from the muſter by reaſon of being employed on ſome 

other duty of the regiment, or by being fick, in priſon, on furlough, or at graſs, or by 
a ſigned leave from the colonel or field officer, or officer commanding the regiment, troopy 
or company. I likewiſe favear, that I afſifled in examining and comparing thi muſter- 
roll with the regimental book ; that I have ſeen and examined the atteſtations of all the 


recruits of the periods, that I find them compleat, and telieve them to be juft and core .

Which oaths the ſaid commiſſary, or muſter-maſter is hereby directed to inſert 
and ſubſcribe on the back of the muſter-roll by him delivered into the office of the 
commiſſary-general of the muſters, and as ſoon as the commiſſaries of the muſters 
| ſhall have ſeverally compleated their circuits within twenty-one days after the ſame, 
they are hereby directed perſonally to appear at the office of the muſter-maſter ge- 
neral in Dublin, and in his preſence, or in that of his deputy, who is hereby dire&- 
ed to attend, before one of his Majeſty's courts of record, or before a maſter in 
chancery, to make and ſubſcribe the following oath, viz. 


1. A. B. do fear, that at the times and places ſeverally named in the muſter-rolis 
taken by me of the following regiments, viz, 


1 was perſonally preſent, and did at the time of taking the ſaid muſters, afſit in con- 
paring the ſeveral mufter-rells with the regimental books of the ſeveral regiments, troops, 
or companies, and that I believe them juſt and corre, Taken before me. 
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Which faid oath is to be atteſted by the ſaid muſter-maſter general, or his 
deputy. 

XXI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any pay- 
| maſter, agent, or clerk of any garriſon, regiment, troop, or company, ſhall wih 
fully detain or withhold by the ſpace of one month the pay of any officer or ſol- 
dier, (clothes and all other juſt allowances being deducted,) after ſuch pay ſhall be 
by him or them received, or if any officer having received his ſoldier's pay, ſhall 
refuſe to pay each reſpective non-commiſlioned officer and ſoldier their reſpective 
pay, when it ſhall become due, according to the ſeveral rates eſtabliſhed by order 
of government, then upon proof thereof before a court-martial as aforeſaid, to be 
for that purpoſe held and ſummoned, every ſuch paymaſter, agent, clerk, or of- 
ficer ſo offending, ſhall be diſcharged from his employment, and ſhall forfeit to 
the informer upon conviCtion before the ſaid court, one hundred pounds, to be 
levied as aforeſaid, and the informer, if a ſoldier, if he demands it, ſhall be, and 
he is hereby diſcharged from any further ſervice ; any thing i 1a this act contained 


to the contrary notwithſtanding. 


XXII. And for the better execution thereof, NP] that a true and regular ac- 
count may be kept and rendered by the agents of the ſeveral regiments and inde- 
pendent troops and companies, the ſaid agents are hereby required and directed to 
obſerve ſuch orders and directions as ſhall from time to time be given by his 
Majeſty, under his fign manual, or by his Majeſty's chief governor or governors 
of this kingdom; and if any agent ſhall refuſe or neglect to obſerve and comply 
with ſuch orders and directions, he ſhall be diſcharged from his office, and be 
utterly diſabled to _ or hoid my ſuch oilice in his Majeſty's ſervice in this 


kingdom. 


XVIII.. And it is 3 That if any officer or commiſſary ſhall muſter any 
perſon by a wrong name, knowingly, upon conviction thereof before a generzl 
court-martial, the ſaid officer or commiſſary ſhall ſuffer ſuch penalties, and in 
ſuch manner as is directed and inflicted by this act _ thoſe who ſhall make falſe 
muſters. 

XXIV. And whereas by an act paſſed in the ſixth year of the reign 1 Queen 
Anne, entitled, An at to prevent the diſorders that may happen by the marching of ſol- 
diere, and providing. carriages for the baggage of ſoldiers on their march, it is amongſt 
other things enacted and declared, That no officer, ſoldier, or trooper in her 
« Majeſty's army, nor the ſervant of any officer, nor any attendant on the train 
« of artillery, nor any yeoman of the guard of battle-axes, nor any officer com- 
* manding the ſaid yeomen, nor any ſervant of any ſuch officer, ſhall at any time 
«© hereafter have, receive, or be allowed any quarters in any part of this kingdom, 
* ſave only during ſuch time as he or they ſhall be, and remain in ſome ſeaport 
town, in order to be tranſported, or during ſuch time as there ſhall be any 
« commotion in any part ef this kingdom, by reaſon 'of which emergency, her 


« Majefty's army, or any conſiderable part thereof ſhall be commanded to march 


« from any part of this kingdom to another, or during ſuch time or times as 
« he or they ſhall be on their march as aforeſaid.” And whereas the barracks 
in this kingdom are not at preſent ſufficient to lodge all the forces upon its mi- 
litary eſtabliſhment: and whereas it may be neceſſary to ſtation part of the 
troops in places where there are not barracks, or not ſufficient barracks to 
hold them: be it enacted, and it is hereby declared and agreed by the au- 


thority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful, notwithſtanding the ſaid | 


recited act, to and for the conſtables and other chief officers and magiſtrates 
of cities, towns, villages, and other places within this kingdom, and in their 
default or abſence, for any one juſtice of the peace, inhabiting in or near 

| any 
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any ſuch city, town, village, or place, and for no others, and ſuch conſtables, 
and other chief magiſtrates as aforeſaid, are hereby required to quarter and billet 
the officers and ſoldiers in his Majeſty's ſervice in inns, livery-ſtables, ale-houſes, 
and the houſes of ſellers of wine by retail, to be drank in their own houſes, or 
places thereunto belonging; and all houſes of perſons ſelling brandy, ſtrong wa- 
ters, cyder or metheglin by retail; and where there ſhall not be found ſulhcient 
room in ſuch houſes, then in ſuch manner as has been heretofore cuſtomary ; not 
ſhall any more billets at any time be ordered, than there are effective ſy;iers preſent 
to be quartered ; all which billets, when made out by ſuch chief magiſtrates or con- 
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ſtables, ſhall be delivered into the hands of the commanding officer preſent; and if 


any conſtable or ſuch like officer or magiſtrate as aforeſaid, ſhall preſume to quarter 
or billet any ſuch officer or ſoldier in any houſe not within the meaning of this act, 
without the conſent of the owner or. occupier, then ſuch owner or occupier ſhall 
have his or their remedy at law againſt ſuch magiſtrate or officer for the damage 
that ſuch owner or occupier ſhall ſuſtain thereby ; and if any military officer ſhall take 
upon him to quarter ſoldiers otherwiſe than is limited and allowed by this act, or 
ſhall uſe or offer any menace or compulſion to or upon any mayors, conſtables, or 
other civil officers before mentioned, tending to deter or diſcourage any of them, 
from performing any part of their duty hereby required or appointed, ſuch military 
officer ſhall, for every ſuch offence, being thereof convicted before any two or more 
of the next jultices of the peace of the county, by the oath of two credible witneſſes» 
be deemed and taken to be ipſo facto caſhiered, and ſhall be utterly diſabled to have 
or hold any military employment within this Kingdom; provided the ſaid conviction 
be affirmed at the next aſſizes or quarter ſeſſions of the peace for the ſaid county, or 
county of the city, and a certificate thereof tranſmitted to the judge advocate, who 
is hereby obliged to certify the ſame to the next court-martial; and in caſe any 
perſon ſhall find himſelf aggrieved, in that ſuch conſtable, chief officer or magiſtrate, 
not being a juſtice of the peace, has quartered or billeted in his houſe, a greater 
number of ſoldiers than he ought to bear in proportion to his neighbours, and ſhall 
complain thereof to one or more juſtice or juſtices of the peace of the diviſion, city, 
or liberty where ſuch ſoldiers are quartered ; or in caſe ſuch chief officer or magil- 


trate ſhall be a juſtice of the peace, then om complaint made to two or more juſtices - 


of the peace of ſuch diviſion, city, or liberty, ſuch juſtices reſpectively ſhall have, 
and have hereby power to relieve ſuch perſons, by ordering ſuch and ſs many of the 
ſoldiers to be removed and quartered upon ſuch other perſon or perſons as they ſhall 
ſee cauſe ; and ſuch other perſon or perſons ſhall be obliged to receive ſuch ſoldiers 
accordingly. 

XXV. And whereas great inconvenience happens from the billeting of ſoldiers 
ſingly : be it therefore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time hereafter, 
a leſs number than two men ſhall be billeted in any one houſe, and ſuch billets may 

be changed once in every month if thought neceſſary by the chief magiſtrate, 
to prevent any burthen thereby ariſing from falling heavy on particular indivi- 
duals, ; | | 
XXVI. And as very great detriment and inconvenience ariſes to the ſervice from 
the diſperſing and billeting of foldiers when on a march at a great diſtance from 
the place or places where they are meant to be quartered, and contrary to the true 
intent and meaning of the ſaid laſt recited act, and by reaſon of which they are 
placed wide of their intended route for the next day's march: be it therefore enacted 
by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time when troops are on a march, ſhall any 
of them be billeted above one mile from the place or places mentioned in the 

route, . | 

XXVII. Provided always, and be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if 
any officer ſhall take, or cauſe to be taken, or knowingly ſuffer to be taken, an y 
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=. A. D. money of any perſon for excuſing the quarters of officers or ſoldiers, or any of them, 
1797. in any houſe allowed by this act, every ſuch officer ſhall be caſhiered, and be.inca- 
Chap. 13. pable of ſerving in any military employment whatſoever. ; TY 
XXVIII. And whereas great inconveniences have ariſen, and may ariſe in ſuch 
places where horſe or dragoons are, or may be quartered, by the billeting of the 
men and their horſes at different houſes, and often at great diſtances from one 
another, contrary to the true intent and meaning of this act: be it.therefore enacted 
by the authority aforeſaid, That in all places where horſe or .dragoons ſhall be 
quartered or billeted in purſuance of this act for the future, the men and their 
horſes ſhall be billeted in one and the ſame houſe, except in caſe of neceſſity, and 
that in no other caſe whatſoever there be leſs than one man billeted where there 
fall be one or two horſes, nor leſs than two men where there ſnall be four horſes, 
and ſo in proportion for a greater number; and in ſuch caſe, each man ſhall be bil- 
leted as near his horſe as poſſible. 
XXIX. And whereas ſome doubts have ariſen whether commanding oflicers of 
any regiment, troop or company, may exchange any men or horſes quartered in 
any town or place with another man or horſe quartered Fn the ſame place for the 
benefit of the ſervice; be it declared and enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That 
ſuch exchange as above mentioned, may be made by ſuch cemmanding officers 
reſpeCtively, provided the number of men or horſes do not exceed the number at. 
that time billeted on ſuch houſe or houſes ; and the conſtables, tithing-men, h ead- 
boroughs, and other chief officers and magiſtrates of the cities, towns, villages, 
or other places where any regiment, troop, or company ſhall be quartered, are 
hereby required to billet ſuch men and horſes ſo excl;anged accordingly. 
XXX. And be it further enaQted by the authority aforeſaid, That from and after 
the thirty - firſt day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety- ſeven, no pay- 
maſter-general, or paymaſter of the army, paymaſter of the marines, ſecretary at 
war, commiſſary, or muſter-maſter, or any other officer whatſoever, or their 
unde r- oſſicers, ſhall receive any fees, or make any deductions whatſoever out of 
the pay of any officer or ſoldier in his Majeſty's army, or from their agents, which 
ſhall grow due from and after the ſaid thirty- firſt day of March, one tho1Cand ſeven 
hundred and ninety-ſeven, other than the uſual deductions for clothing, and ſuch 
other neceſſary deductions as are now made, or ſhall from time to time be directed 
by his Majeſty under his royal ſign manual. | 
XXXI. And that the quarters of officers and ſoldiers in this kingdom, may here- 
after be duly paid and ſatisfied, his Majeſty's duties of exciſe better anſwered, and 
that the owners of houſes-on whom oflicers and ſoldiers ſhall be billeted, may 
be encouraged to provide proper accommodation for ſuch officers, ſoldiers, and 
horſes; be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That except during ſuch times 
as the troops ſhall be on their march, or during ſuch times as there ſhall be any 
.commotion in any, part of this kingdom, payment ſhall be made for each officer 
and ſoldier during the time he or they ſhall occupy ſuch billet, at the following 
weekly rates, videlicet, in Dublin, for each field officer and captain, eight ſhillings ; 
for each fubaltern officer, ſeven ſhillings; for each ſerjeant of dragoons or foot, or 
corporal of horſe, one ſhilling and one penny; for each trooper, dragoon, or foot 
ſoldier, ſix-pence halfpenny: in the country, for each field officer or captain, 
five ſhillings; for each ſubaltern officer, three ſhillings and fix-pence ; for each 
ſerjeant of dragoons or ſoot, or corporal of horſe, one ſhilling ; for each trooper, 
.dragoon, or foot ſoldier, ſix-pence ; the payment of the officers lodgings to be 
made by the officers themſelves, in the preſent accuſtomed manner; the payment 
.of the men's lodgings to be made monthly, by the commanding officer of each 
corps, in each quarter, in conſequence of money ſent them for that purpoſe, by 
their ſeveral regimental agents; and in order to enable the agents to remit ſuch 
money, 
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money, ſuch ſums ſhall be advanced to them, as hall be neceſſary, for which the A, D. 
regiments ſhall be accountable, and which ſums ſhall be accounted for in the 1797. 
uſual manner. | Chap. 13. 

XXXII. And as an encouragement to ets proper and ſufficient ſtabling for — 
the horſes ſo billeted, four pence per week ſhall be paid to the owners of ſtables, 
for each horſe, during the time each ſhall remain, in ſuch manner and under ſuc'\ 
circumſtances, as the quarters of the men are paid; and in caſe of any troop or 
company being ſuddenly ordered to march, and that the reſpective commar ding oſſi- 
cers are not enubled to make payment of the ſums due for the lodging of the men, and 
ſtabling of the horſes, every ſuch officer ſhall, before his departure, make up the ac- 
count with every perſon with whom ſuch troop or company may have been quar- 
tered, and ſign a certificate thereof; which account and certificate ſhall be tranſ- 

mitted to the agent of the regiment, that immediate payment may be 2 in the 
accuſtomed manner. 

XXXIII. And be it further enacted, That the clauſes and circumſtances of this 
act, ſhall, in every particular, extend to all recruiting parties whatſoever, and their 
recruits of his Majefty's land or marine forces, chat may be employed on that ſer- 
vice within this kingdom; and quarters ſhall at all times, upon requiſition, be grant- 
ed to ſuch parties and their recruits as preſcribed by this act, they paying for the 
ſame at the rates before directed, notwithſtanding there may be barracks in the 
places where ſuch quarters are ſo demanded. 

XXXIV. And be it further enacted, That every non-commiſſioned officer and ſol- 
dier, who ſhall be billeted according to the proviſions in this act, ſhall be entitled 
to and receive proper and ſufficient accommodation reſpectively, and alſo the uſe of 
kitchen utenſils, to cook and eat their victuals in their quarters. 

XXXV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That for the 
better and more regular proviſion of carriages for his Majeſty's forces in their 
marches, or for their arms, clothes, or accoutrements, all juſtices of the peace 
within their ſeveral counties, ſhires, diviſions, liberties, and precincts, being duly & 
Tequired thereunto by an order from the chief governor or governors of this king- 
dom, or the general of his Majeſty's forces, or the maſter-general of his Majeſty's 
ordnance, ſhall, as often as ſuch order is brought and ſhewn unto one or more of 
them by the quarter-maſter, adjutant, or other officer, or non-commiſſioned officer 
of the regiment, detachment, troop, or company ſo ordered to march, iſſu e out his 
or their warrants to the conſtables or petty conſtables of the diviſion, city, liberty, 
hundred, and precinct, from, through, near, or to which ſuch regiment, detach- 
ment, troop,” or company ſhall be ordered to march, requiring them to make ſuch 
proviſion for carriages, with able men to drive the ſame, as is mentioned in the 

_ ſaid warrant, allowing them ſufficient time to do the ſame, that the neighbouring 
parts may not always bear the burthen ; and in caſe ſufficient carriages cannot be 
provided within any ſuch liberty, diviſion, or precinct, then the next juſtice or juſtices 

of the peace of the next county or diviſion, ſhall, upon ſuch order as aforeſaid, 

being brought or ſhewn to one or more of them, by any of the officers aforeſaid, 

iſſue his or their warrant to the conſtable or petty conſtables of ſuch next county, 
liberty, diviſion or precinct, for the purpoſes aforeſaid, to make up ſuch deficiency , 
and ſuch conſtable or petty conſtables ſhall order and appoint ſuch perſon or per- 
fons, having carriages within their reſpective liberties, as they ſhall think proper, to 
provide and furniſh ſuch carriages and men according to the warrant aforeſaid, who 
are hereby required to provide and furniſh the ſame accordingly ; and if any milita- 
ry officer or officers, for the uſe of whoſe troop or company the carriage was pro- 
vided, ſtall force and conſtrain any carriage to travel more than one day s journey, 


— as hereafter excepted, or ſhall not diſcharge the fame in due time for their 
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return home, or ſhall ſuffer any ſoldier or ſervant, (except ſuch as are ſick) or any 
woman to ride in the carriage aforeſaid, or ſhall force any conſtable or petty con, 
ſtable by threatening or menacing words to provide ſaddle-horſes for themſelves or 
ſervants, or ſhall force horſes from the owners by themſelves, ſervants, or ſoldiers, 
every ſuch officer, for every ſuch offence ſhall forfeit the ſum of five pounds, proof 
thereof being made upon oath before two of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace of 
the ſame county, who are to certify the ſame to the paymaſter-general, or otker 
reſpective paymaſter of his Majeſty's forces, who is hereby required to pay the 
aforeſaid fum of five pounds, according to the crder and appointment under the 
bands and ſeals of the aforeſaid juſtices of the peace of the ſaid county, who are 
hereby impowered to deduct the fame out of ſuch officer's pay; and the aforeſaid 
oſſicer or officers, who by virtue of the aforeſaid warrant from the juſtices of the 
peace are to demand the carriage or carriages therein mentioned, of the conſtable 
or petty conſtable to whom the warrant is directed, is and are hereby required, be- 
fore the owner of ſuch carriage ſhall be compelled to take any loading, or be forced 
to proceed in the march with his carriage, to pay down in hand to the owner of 
ſuch carriage, or his ſervant, the ſums herein after mentioned, for every mile or 
reputed mile they are to march, that is to ſay, for every hundred weight which the 
owner or owners of any wheel-carriage ſhall take as loading on ſuch wheel-carriage, 
the ſum of one penny, one- ſixth part, for every mile, or reputed mile he or they ſhall 
therewith march; and if any officer or perſon requiring ſuch carriages as aforeſaid, 
ſhall negle&, or refuſe to pay to the owner of ſuch carriage, the ſum hereby ap- 
pointed to be paid, he and they ſhall forfeit the ſum of forty ſhillings ſterling to the 
party injured, on fuch proof, and in ſuch manner as is herein before appointed. 
XXXVI. And be it further enacted, That no owner of ſuch carriage be com- 
pelled or obliged to take any loading, until the ſame ſhall be firſt duly weighed at 
the expence of the owner or. owners of fuch carriage, if he or they ſhall think fit, 
and the ſame can be done in a reaſonable time, without let or hindrance of his Ma- 


| jeſty's ſervice; and if any officeror other perſon requiring ſuch carriage, ſhall force 


or compel the owner to take any. loading until the ſame ſhall be firſt duly * 
if the ſame can be done in a reaſonable time as aforeſaid, or ſhall contrary to- 
will of the owner of fuch carriage, or his ſervant, put, or permit any perſon what- 
ſoever to put any greater load upon any carriage than as is herein aſter directed, 
either at the time of loading, or on the march, every ſuch officer ſhall, for every 
ſuch offence, forfeit the ſum of twenty ſhillings to the party W ſuch proof 
and in ſuch manner as is herein before appointed. 

XXXVII. And be it further enacted, That no carriage impreſſed by 2 
of this act, ſhall be liable or obliged to carry above ſix hundred weight; and if the 
owner ſhall conſent to carry above ſix hundred weight on any carriage, he ſhall be 
allowed and paid at the rate of one penny, one-frxth part per mile, for every hundred 
above the weight of ſix hundred pounds put on his carriage; and the owner or owners 
of ſuch carriage or carriages ſhall not be compelled or obliged to proceed with ſuch 
carriage or carriages under the ſum of ſeven pence per mile or reputed mile at the 
leaſt, in caſe he or they ſhall be required to carry a leſs weight on ſuch carriage or 
carriages than fix hundred pounds weight for each carriage. 

And be it further enacted, That if through the neglect of any con- 
ſtable, after notice given as aforeſaid, to provide carriages as before mentioned, the 
officer commanding in chief ſhall be neceſſitated to halt, that then, 'and in ſuch 
caſe only, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for ſaid officer to take the carriages one 
day's march more according to the route, paying one penny, one-fixth part per mile for 
each hundred weight of loading as before mentioned; and the owners of ſuch car- 
riages, upon complaint made > them or their ſervant or ſervants to any juſtice of

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the peace or chief magiſtrate next adjoiving where ſuch carriages were to have been A, D. 
provided, ſhall receive, over and above the one penny, one-ſixth part per mile fer 1 797.

carriage, to be paid by the conſtable who made default in providing carriage 
the ſaid laſt ſum to be levied immediately aſter demand and reſuſal, by warrant 
of any juſtice of the peace or chief magiſtrate of the place next adjoining z which 

4 juſtice or chief magiſtrate is hereby required to grant the ſame immediate'y 
on demand, without fee or reward. 

XXXIX. And be it further enacted, That notice ſhall be given to the lord mayor 
of the city of Dublin, at leaſt twenty-four heurs before the march of any troops 
or companies of ſoldiers out of the ſaid city, of the number of the troops or 
companies appointed to march; whereupon the lord mayor for the time being, 
Wall ſummen a proportionable number of cars out of the licenſed cars, brick 
cars, and other cars within the county of the ſaid city, and ſo from time te 
time the ſaid cars are by turns to be, employed in carrying the baggage of ſuch 
troops or companies, at the prices, and under the regulations herein before men- 
tioned; and it is hereby directed, that no country cars or carriages coming to the 
market of ſaid city, nor any cars or carriages coming to any of the markets of this 
kingdom, ſhall be detained or employed in carrying the baggage of the army 04 
any pretence whatſoever. 

XL. And whereas ſeveral acts of parliament of the ſixth of queen Anne, and 
the ſecond and fifteenth of George the ſecond, and of the eighth and nineteenth 
of George the third, 'are. now in force for the providing of carriages for the bag- 
gage of ſoldiers on their march; be it enacted, That the ſeveral clauſes contained 
in the ſaid acts relative to the carriage of the army-baggage, do from the paſſing 
of this act, ceaſe and determine. 

XLI. And be it further enafted, That the number of carriages to be allowed 
each troop or company, ſhall be from time to time regulated by order of govern - 
ment, in proportion to the eſtabliſhment of ſuch troop or company; and the ſums 
ordered to be advanced as aforeſaid, for the payment of carriage of baggage by 
the officer or officers reſpectively, ſhall be to them repaid by the paymaſter- gene- 
ral, or lords commiſſioners of his Majeſty's treaſury of this kingdom for the time 
being, without fee or reward, on oath made by ſuch officer or officers before one 
of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace, or chief magiſtrate of any city or corporate 
town, of his or their payment of ſuch ſum or ſums for carriages as aforeſaid; and 
an account of the ſame being produced by the agent of the regiment, which ac- 
count ſhall have been certified by the quarter-maſter general, to be charged con- 
formably to the orders of government, and the regulations preſcribed by this 
act. 

XLII. And be it further 1 by the authority aforeſaid, That if any high- 
conſtable, or perty-conſtable, ſhall wilfully neglect or refuſe to execute ſuch war- 
rants of the juſtices of the peace, as ſhall be directed unto them, for providing 
carriages as aforeſaid ; or if any perſon or perſons appointed by ſuch conſtable, or 
petty-conſtable, to provide or furniſh any carriage and man, ſhall refuſe or neglect 
to provide the ſame, or any other perſon or perſons whatſoever ſhall wilfully do 
any act or thing whereby the execution of the ſaid warrant ſhall be hindered or fruſ- 
trated, exery ſuch conſtable or other perſon or perſons ſo offending, ſhall for every 
ſuch offence, forfeit any ſum not exceeding forty ſhillings, nor leſs than twenty ſhil- 
lings, to the uſe of the poor of the pariſh where any ſuch off:nce and offences ſhall 
be committed, and all and every ſuch offence and offences ſhall and may be en- 
quired of, heard and finally determined by two of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace 
dwelling in or near the place where ſuch offence ſhall be committed, who have 
hereby power to cauſe the ſ:id penalty to be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of the of- 
fender's goods and chattels, rendering the overplus, if any, to the owner.

and for the conſtable of the town or place where any perſon, who may be reaſon- 
ably ſuſpected to be ſuch a deſerter, ſhall be found, to apprehend, or cauſe him to 
be apprehended, and to cauſe ſuch perſon to be brought before any juſtice of the 
peace living in or near ſuch town or place, who hath hereby power to examine fuch 
ſuſpected perſon, and if by his confeſſion, or the teſtimony of one or more witneſs

LVII. And for the better encouragement of any perſon or perſons to ſecure 
or apprehend ſuch deſerters as aforeſaid : be it further enacted by the authority 
aforeſaid, That ſuch juſtice of peace ſhall alſo iſſue his warrant in writing to the 
collector or collectors of his Majeſty's revenue, in the diſtrict where ſuch deſerter 


ſuall be apprehended, for paying out of the revenue by him collected, into the 


hands of ſuch perſon who ſhall apprehend, or cauſe to be apprelended, any de- 
ſerter from his Majeſty's ſervice, the ſum of twenty ſhillings for every ſuch deſerter 
that ſhall be ſo apprehended and committed; which ſum of twenty ſhAlings fall be

XLVIII. Provided always, That if any perſon ſhall harbour, conceal, or aſſiſt any 

deſerter from his Majeſty': ſcrvice, knowing him to be fuch, the perſon fo offend- 
| ing, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence the ſum of five pounds; or if any perſon 
ſhall knowingly detain, buy, or exchange, or otherwiſe receive any neceffaries, or 
any arms, clothes, caps, or other furniture belonging to the King, from any ſol- 
dier or deſerter, or any other perſon upon any account or pretence whatſoever, or 
cauſc the colour of ſuch clothes to be changed, the perſon ſo offen ling ſh all forfeit 
for every ſuch offence the ſum of five pounds upon conviction, by the oath of one 
or more credible witneſs or witneſſes, before any of his Majeſty's juſtices of the

And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That for bringing of- 
"fenders againſt ſuch articles of war to juſtice, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for 
his Majeſty to empower the chief governor or governors of this kingdom to erect 
and cynſtitute courts martial with power to hear, try, and determine any crimes and 
oftences by ſuch articles of War, and to inflict penalties by ſentence or judgment of 
the ſame within this kingdom; and to ſummon before them witneſſes, who during 
their neceſſary attendance in ſuch courts, and in going to and returning from ſuch 
courts, ſhall be privileged from arreſt in like manner, as witneſſes attending any of

aſſiſting to the officers of juſtice in the ſeizing and apprehending -ſuch offender in 
order to put him to trial; and if any ſuch commanding officer ſhall wilfully ne- 
glect or refuſe upon application made to him for that purpoſe, to deliver over any 
tuch accuſed perſon to the civil magiſtrate, or to be aiding and aſſiſting to the of- 
ficers of juſtice in apprehending ſuch offenders, every ſuch officer fo offending, and 
peing thereof convicted before any two or more juſtices of the peace for the county 
where ſuch fact is committed, by the oath of two credible witneſſes, ſhall be taken 
to be i facto caſhiered, and ſhall be utterly difabled to have or hold any civil or 
military office or employment within this kingdom, or in his Majeſty's ſervice; pro- 
- vided the ſaid conviction be affirmed at the next quarter ſeſſions of the peace for 
ide ſaid county, and a certificate thereof be tranſmitted to the judge advocate, who 
. 33 hereby obliged to certify the ſame to the next court- martial. 
LVI. Provided always, and be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every 


preent and future paymaiter, agent, or clerk of any garriſon, regiment, * 
company, 
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company, who is or ſhall be liable to account with any of the executors or admi- 
niſtrators of every officer or ſoldier for any of the pay of ſuch officer or ſoldier by 
him or them received, ſhall on reaſonable demand made by ſuch executor or admi- 
niſtrator, delivex a juſt and true account to any ſuch executor or adminiſtrator, of 
lach ſum or ſums of money as he or they ſhall have ſo reſpectively received for ſuch 
Oer or ſoldier, and for whith they ought fo to account as aforeſaid, ſuch execu- 
tor or adminiſtrator paying for the ſame, and ſhall account with ſuch executor or 
adminiſtrator for the ſame ; and that every ſuch paymaſter, agent, or clerk of any 
garriſon, regiment, troop, or compatiy offending herein, ſhall forfeit the like penal- 
ties, and to be recovered in like manner as appointed by this act, for ſuch colonels 
or agents not giving due accounts of or for the pay of the fuid officers or ſoldiers, to 
and for ſuch officers and ſoldiers themſelves. 

| LVII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, 'That if any action, 
bill, plaint, or ſuit, ſhall be brought againſt any perſon or perſons for any act, mat- 
ter, or thing to be acted or done in purſuance of this act, that it ſhall and may be 
| lawful to aud for all and every perſon or perſons ſued as aforcfuid, to plead thereunto 
the general iſſue, that he or they are not guilty, and,to give ſuch ſpecial matter in 
evidence to the jury, which {hall try the iſſue, which ſpecial matter being pleade:!, 
had been a good and fufficient matter in law to have diſcharged the faid detendant 
or defendants te the treſpaſs or other matter laid to his or their charge; and if the 
verdict ſhall paſs with the ſaid defendant or defendants in any fuch action, the plain- 
tiff or plaintiffs therein become nonſuit, or fulfer any difcontinuance thereof, that in 
every ſuch caſe the juſtice or juſtices, or ſuch other judge before whom the ſaid 
matter ſhall be tried, ſhall, by force and virtue of this act, allow unto the defendant 


or defendants, his or their treble coſts, which he or they ſhall have ſuſtained by 


reaſon of their wrongful vexation in defence of the ſaid action or ſuit, for which 
the ſaid defendant or defendants ſhall have the like remedy as in other caſes where 
coſts by the laws of this realm are given to the defendants. 

LVIII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every bill, 
plaint, action, or ſuit againſt any perſon or perſons for any act, matter or thing te 
be acted or done in purſuance of this act, or againſt any member or miniſter of a 
court-martial in reſpect of any ſentence of ſuch court, or of any thing done by vir- 
tue, or in purſuance of ſuch ſentence, ſhall be brought in ſome of the courts of re- 
cord at Dublin, and in no other court whatſocver. 

LIX. And be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That any perſon or perſons 
whatſoever who ſhall directly or indirectly perſuade, or procure, or endeavour to 
perſuade or procure any ſoldier or ſoldiers in the ſervice of his Majeſty, or of his 
heirs or ſucceflors, to deſert, ſuch perſon or perfons fo offending, and being thereof 
lawfully. convicted, ſhall ſuff:r fuch fine, impriſonment or corporal puniſhment 
as the court before wares ſuch offence ſhail be tried, ſhall in their diſcretion 
think fit. 

LX. And be it enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the lord lieutenant, 
or other chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the time being, to depute 
by warrant under his hand and ſeal ſome proper perſon to ſign routes for the march- 
ing of any of his Majeſty's forces, with the name of ſuch lord lieutenant, or chief 
governor. 

LXI. And to prevent as far as may be, any unjuſt or fraudulent arreſts that may 
be made upon foldiers, whereby his Majeſty and the publick may be deprived of 
their ſervice; it is hereby further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That no per- 
ſon whatſoever, who is or ſhall be liſted, or who ſhall lift and enter himſelf as a 
volunteer in his Majeity's ſervice as a ſoldier, ſhall be liable to be taken out of his 
Majeſty's ſervice by any proceſs of execution whatſoever, other than for ſome cri- 
minal matter, unleſs for a real debt, or other juſt cauſe of action, and unleſs before 
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the taking out of ſuch proceſs or execution, not being for a criminal matter, the 
plaintiff o plaintiffs therein, or ſome other perſon or perſons on his or their behalf, 
ſhall make a{ſidavit before one or more judge or judges of the court of record, or 
other court out of which ſuch proceſs or execution {hall iſſue, or before ſome perſon 
authorized to take affidavits in ſuch courts, that to his or their knowledge the ori- 
ginal ſum juſtly due and owing to the plaintiff or plaintiffs from the defendant or 
defendants in the action or cauſe of action on which ſuch proceſs ſhall iſſue, or the 
original debt for which ſuch execution ſhall be iſſued out, amounts to twenty pounds 
at leaſt, over and above all coſts of ſuit in the ſame action, or in any action on 
which the ſame ſhall be grounded, a memorandum of which oath ſhall be marked 
on the back of ſuch proceſs or writ, for which memorandum no fee ſhall be taken; 
and if any perſon ſhall nevertheleſs be arreſted contrary to the intent of this act, it 
ſhall and may be lawful for one or more judge or judges of ſuch court, upon com- 
plaint thereof made by the party himſelf, or by any his ſuperior officer, to examine 
into the ſame by the oath of the parties or otherwiſe, and by warrant under his or 
their hands and ſeals to diſcharge ſuch ſoldier ſo arreſted contrary to the intent of 
this act, without paying any fee or fees, upon due proof made before him or them, 
that ſuch ſoldier ſo arreſted was legally enliſted as a ſoldier in his Majeſty's ſervice, 
and arreſted contrary to the intent of this act; and alſo to award to the party fo 


complaining ſuch coſts as ſuch judge or judges ſhall think reaſonable, for the re- 


covery whereof he ſhall have the like remedy that the perſon who takes out the ſaid 
execution might have had for his coſts, or the plaintiſf in the like action might 
have had for the recovery of his coſts in caſe judgment had been given for him with 
coſts againſt the defendant in the ſaid action. 

LXII. And to the end that honeſt creditors who aim only at the recovery of their 


juſt debts due to them from perſons entered into, and enliſted in his Majeſty's ſervice, 


may not be hindered from ſuing for the ſame, but on the contrary may be aſliſted 
and forwarded in their ſuits, and inſtead of an arreſt, which may at once liurt the 
ſervice, and occaſion a great expence and delay to themſelves, may be enabled 
to proceed in a more eaſy and cheap method: be it further enacted by the authority 
aforeſaid, That it ſhall and maybe lawful to and for the plaintiff or plaintiffs, upon 
notice firſt given in writing of the cauſe of Action, to ſuch perſon or perſons ſo en- 
tered, or left at his or their laſt. place of reſidence before ſuch liſting, to file a com- 
mon appearance in any action to be brought for or upon account of any debt what- 
ſoever, ſo as to entitle ſuch plaintiff to proceed therein to judgment and outlawry, 
and to have an execution thereupon, other than againſt the body or bodies of -_ 


or them ſo liſted as aforeſaid ; this act or any thing herein or any former law 


ſtatute to the contrary notwithſtanding. 
LXIII. And be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That from the 3 of 


"this act, no ſoldier being arreſted, or confined for debt in any priſon, gaol, or 


other place, ſhall be entitled to any part of his pay from the day of ſuch arreſt or 
confinement, until the day of his return to the regiment, troop, or company to 
which he ſhall belong. 

LXIV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any high- 
conſtable, conſtable, beadle, or other officer or perſon whatſoever, who by virtue 
or colour of this act, ſhall quarter or billet, or be employed in quartering or billet- 
ing any officers or ſoldiers, ſhall neglect or refuſe to quarter or billet ſuch officers 


or ſoldiers when thereunto required, in ſuch manner as is by this act directed, pro- 


vided ſufficient notice be given before the arrival of ſuch troops; or ſhall receive, 
demand, contract, or agree for any ſum or ſums of money, or any reward what- 
ſoever for or on account of excuſing, or in order to excuſe any perſon or perſons 
whatſoever, from quartering or receiving into his, her, or their houſe or houſes, 

any ſuch oer « or ſoldier; or in caſe any victualler, or any other perſon liable by 
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this act, to have any officer or ſoldier billeted or que-tered gn him or her, ſhall 


| refuſe to receive any ſuch officer or ſoldier, or ſhall refuſe to furniſh or allow ſuſſi- 


cient and proper accommodation, according to the intention of this act, or utenſils 


to cook and eat their victuals to non- commiſſioned officers and ſoldiers ſo quartered 


or billeted on him or her as aforeſaid, or ſhall neglect or refuſe to furpiſh good 
and ſufficient ſtabling for each horle ſo quartered on him or her as aforeſaid, at 
the rate herein before mentioned, and ſhall be thereof convicted before one or 
more juſtice or ju'tices of the peace of the county, city, or liberty within which 
ſuch offence ſhail be committed, either by his own confeſſion, or by the oath of 
one or more credible witneſs or witneſſes, which oath the ſaid juſtice or juſtices is 
and are hereby empowered to adminiſter, every ſuch high conſtable, conſtable, 
beadle, or other officer or perſon ſo o ffending, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence, 
the ſum of five pounds, or any ſum of money not exceeding five pounds, nor leſs 
than forty ſhillings, as the ſaid juſtice or juſtices, before whom the matter ſhall be 
heard, ſhall in his or their diſcretion think fit; to be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of 
the goods of the perſon ſo offending, by warrant under the hand and ſeal, or hands 
and ſeals of ſuch juſtice or juſtices before whom ſuch offender ſhall be convicted, or 
of one or more or them, to be directed to any conſtable within the county, city, or 
liberty, or to any of the overſcers of the poor of the pariſh where ſuch offenler 
ſhall dwell; which ſaid ſum of five pounds, or the ſaid ſum not exceeding five 
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pounds, nor leſs than forty ſhillings, when levied, ſhall be applied in tha firſt place in 


making ſuch ſatisfaRion to any ſoldier for the expence he may have been put to by 
reaſon of his not being billeted or quartered as aforeſaid, as ſuch juſtice or juſtices 
Nall order and direct, and the remainder ſhall be paid to the overſcers of the poor of 
the pariſh wherein the offence ſhall be committed, or to ſume one of them for the uſc: 
of the poor of the ſaid pariſh. 

LXV. And for the better preventing abuſes in quartering or billeting the 
ſoldiers in purſuance of this act: be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, 
That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for any one or more juſtice or juſtices of the 
peace within their reſpective counties, cities, or liberties, by warrant or order un- 
der his or their hand and ſeal, or hands and ſeals, at any time or times during the 
continuance of this act, to require or command any high-conſtable, conſtable, 
beadle, or other officer who ſhall quarter or billet any ſoldiers in purſuance of this 
act, to give an account in writing unto the ſaid juſtice or juſtices requiring the 
ſame, of the number of oliicers and ſoldiers who ſhall be quartered or billeted by 
them, and alſo the names of the houſe-keepers or perſons upon whom every ſuch 
officer or ſoldier ſhall be quartered or billeted, together with an account of the

and if any fuch.perfon or perſons ſo to be certified as duly enliſted, ſhall refuſe to 


take the ſaid oath of fidelity before the ſaid juſtice or chief magiſtrate, it ſhall and may 
be lawful for ſuch'officer from whom he has received ſuch money as aforeſaid, to de- 
tain or confine ſuch; perſon or perſons, until he or they ſhall take the oath before re- 
quired ;z and every military officer that ſhall act. contrary hereto, or | offend herein, 

mall incur the like penalty and forfeiture, as is by this act to be inflicted upon any 
officer for making a falſe and untrue muſter; and the penalty and forfeiture all be 
levied and recovered in the ame manner as any r and eee are by this 
act to Us levied or recovered. 

LXV I. And be it further enacted by the bach aforefaid, 'That if any perſon or 
per ons tall receive the enliſting money from any officer, knowing it to be ſuch, and 
thall abſcond, or refuſe to go before ſuch juſtice or chief magiſtrate, in order to 
declare his aſſent or diſſent as aforeſaid, ſuch pe rſon or perſons thall be deemed and 
taken to be enliſted to all intents and purpoſes w hatſoever, and fhall and may be pro- 
ceeded againſt, as if he or they had taken the oath directed by the ſaid articles of 
war, to be taken before fuch Juſtice or chief mag:ttrate. 

LXVIII. And whereas it is neceſſary that accounts of the e ſervice 
ſhould be regularly tranſmitted; be it enacted, That every officer employed in the

| Moneyteige, part of Kilpipe, called Coolbawn, and other lands in the 
county of Wicklow, and is ſuppoſed to extend into the county of Wexford, and 
a ſum of one thouſand pounds having been granted by parliament to the commiſſi- 
oners for executing the office of lord high treaſurer of this kingdom, towards 
making an experiment for working the ſaid mine, the ſaid commiſſioners cauſed 
the ſaid mine to be worked, and a quantity of gold hath been found therein, and 
collected, and the ſaid mine is likely to be productive of profit, and it is neceſſary 
to put the conduct of the working of the ſaid mine under proper direction, and 
to.ſecure the profits thereof; ; therefore be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent 
Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent o the lords ſpiritual and temporal, 
and commons in this preſent parliament afſembled, and by the authority of the

bankruptcy have been iſſued, under the great ſeal of Ireland, on or before the 
firſt day of May, in the year on@ thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-five, who have 
not obtained their certificates, under ſuch commiſſions, either through the obſtinacy 
of ſome of their creditors or on account of ſome other unforeſeen misfortunes, by 
which means ſuch perſons are deprived of an opportunity of acquiring a livelihood for 
themſelves and their reſpective families, although ſuch perſons have in all other re- 
ſpects conformed themſelves to the ſeveral acts now in force, concerning bankrupts : 
and whereas it is reaſonable to make a proviſion for the relief of ſaid perſons, for 
which purpoſe be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with

OWARDS raifing the ſupply granted to his Majeſty; be it enacted by the 

King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the 
lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parliament aſſembled, 
and by the authority of the ſame, That from and after the firſt day of May, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven, until the twenty-ffth day of March, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-eight, incluſive, and no longer, therc ſhall 
be paid to his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, for every twenty ſhillings, of the 
- purchaſe money ariſing or payable by virtue of any ſale at auction in this kingdom,

what nature or kind ſoever, imported into this kingdom, and fold in the reſpectiye 
parcels or packages in which ſame ſhall be ſo imported, or ef any plate or jewels, 
and ſo in proportion for any greater or leſſer ſum ot ſuch purchaſc money, to be 
paid by the auctionier, factor, or ſeller by commiſſion, the ſum of three pence z 
and for every twenty ſhillings of the purchaſe money. ariſing, or. payable by virtye 
of any ſale at uz in this kingdom, of furniture, fixtures, pictures, books, 
horſes, and carriages, and all other goods and chattels whatſoever, and ſo in pro- 
portion for any greater or leſs ſum of ſuch purchaſe money, to be paid þy the 
auCtionier, agent, factor, or ſeller by commiſſion, the ſum of fix pence; for and 
upon every glaſs bottle, which ſhall be made or manufactured in this kingdom, of 
common bottle metal, the ſame not being phials, for every quart ſuch bottle ſhall 
be reputed to contain, the ſum of one. farthing, and ſo in proportion for apy greater 
or leſs quantity, not leſs than one pint, which ſuch bottle ſhall be computed to 
contain, the ſame to be paid by the maker or makers of ſuch bottles; and for every 
ſquare yard of paper, which {hall be printed, painted, or ſtained in this kingdom, 
to ſerve for hangings, or other uſes, and ſo i in Proportion for any greater quantity, 
to be paid by the printer, painter, or Rainer thereof, the, ſum of one penny; and 
for and upon every licenſe to any, perſon to fell by auction within tbe diſtrict of 
the metropolis, the ſum of twenty ſhillings; and for and Wan ever licenſe, to 
Vor.

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fell by au gion in any other part of this kingdom, the ſum of ten ſhillings ; and 
for and upon every licenſe to any maker of glaſs bottles, and other veſſels, or 
utenſils made of common bottle metal, the ſum of twenty ſhillings. 

II. And for the better ſecuring the payment of the duties by this act impoſed on 
auctions, be it enacted, That from and after the firſt day of May, one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety- ſeven, no perſon, whatever, ſhall exerciſe the trade or 
buſineſs of an auctionier, or ſeller by commiſſion, at any ſale of any eſtate, 
goods, or eſſects whatſoever, by outery, knocking, down of hammer, by candle, by 

ot, by parcel, or by any other mode of ſale at auction, or whereby the higheit 
bidder is deemed to be the purchzſer, or who ſhall act in ſuch capacity, ſhall deal 
in, vend, or ſell any eſtate, goods, or eſſects whatſoever, by publick fale or other- 
wiſe, by way of auction, in any manner whatſoever, without having taken out a 
.licenſe for that purpoſe, from the colleQor of the diſtrict in which he:ſhall be reſi- 
dent, in which licenſe ſhall be ſet forth the true name, and real .place.of abode, of 
the perſon or perſons taking out the ſame, for which he, ſhe, or they ſhall imme- 


-diately, upon taking out thereof, pay the duty, by this act payable thereon, over 
and beſides, any other duties or- payments to which:ſuch perſons may be liable for 
trading in, vending or ſelling any gold, or ſilver plate, or otherwiſe, together with

And be it enaQted; That every auctionier who ſhall have delivered, or cauſed 
to be delivered, any ſuch notice or catalogue for a ſale by auction, within the diſ- 
trict of the metropolis, or within fix miles of the Caſtle of Dublin, or the perſon 
who acted as his clerk at ſuch ſale, or intended ſale, ſhall, within twenty-eight 
days after the day ſpecified in ſuch notice as the particular day when ſuch ſale by

Provided alſo, That nothing in this act contained, ſhall extend to any auc- 
tion to be held for the ſale or ſales of any woods, coppices, produce of any mines, 
or quarries, or any contract relating thereto, or to the cutting or working of the 
ſame, or to the ſale of any materials uſed in the working of ſuch mines or quarries, 
reſpeCtively, or to the ſale of any cattle, and live or dead ſtock, or unmanufactured 
produce of land, ſo as ſuch ſale or ſales of woods, coppices, produce of mines or 
quarries, cattle, corn, ſtock or produce of land, be made whit they continue

duch bond, hath acted contrary to the true intent and meaning of ſuch bond, and of 
this 
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this preſeat act, it ſhall be lawful for the commiſſioners of exciſe to cauſe every ſuch 
bond to be put in ſuit. 

XIX. Provided alſo, That nothing in this act contained, ſhall extend or be con- 
ſtrued to extend to charge with the ſaid rate or duty any eſtate, goods, or chattels 
ſold at auction, under the authority of any ſheriff or under-ſheriff, for the benefit of 
creditors, in execution of any judgment, or any eſtate or effects of bankrupts, ſold 
by order of the aſſignee or aſſignees, under any commiſſion of bankruptcy, or any 
goods imported into this kingdom by way of merchandize, from any }ritiſh co- 
lony or plantation in America, the ſame being of the growth, produce, or manu- 
facture of any of ſuch colonies or plantatious, on the firſt ſale of ſuch goods, by 
or for the account of the original importer to whom the ſame were conſigned, and 
by whom they were entered at the cuſtom-houſe at the port of importation, ſo as 
ſuch ſale be made within twelve months after ſuch goods ſhall be ſo imported, or 
ſuch goods as are now imported free of duty, and all goods for dyers uſe, nor to any 
ſhips or their tackle, apparel and furniture, or the cargoes thereof, which may be 
taken and condemned as prize, which ſhall be ſold in this kingdom, by or for the 
bene at of the captors thereof, nor to charge with the ſaid rate or duty any ips or 
goods that may be wrecked or ſtranded on the coaſts of this kingdom, or damaged on 
board any ſhip or veſſel, and ſold by auction for the benefit of the inſurers or pro- 
prietors thereof, or which may be ſold free of duty, to defray the charges of ſalvage, 
nor to charge with the ſaid rate or duty any goods damaged by fire, and ſold by order 
of and for the henefit of the ſaid inſurers of ſuch goods, any thing hercin contained 
to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

XX. And for more effectually preventing frauds which may be practiſed by auc- 
tioniers ſelling eſtates, goods or chattels, under the authority of ſheriffs, or their 
under-ſheriffs, or under the order and direction of the aſſignees under any com- 
miſſion af bankruptcy: be it enacted, That every auctionier who ſhall ſell at aue- 
tion any eſtates, goods or chattels, ſeized for the benefit of any creditor, by or 
under the authority of any ſheriff or ſheriffs, in execution of any judgment 
had and obtained, ſhall ſpecify and enumerate in the catalogue by him to be 
delivered under the directions of this act, the particular eſtates and effects to be 
ſold, and alſo the exact ſum to be levied under ſuch execution; and the ſheriff or un- 
der- ſheriff ſhall, and they are hereby required to ſubſcribe and ſign every ſuch cata- 
logue, and to certify at the foot thereof that all and every the eſtates, goods, and 
effects in ſuch catalogue reſpectively ſpecified and enumerated, were really and truly 
the property of the perſon agamſt whom ſuch judgment was had and obtained, and 
that the ſame, and every part thereof, were actually ſeized in execution of the ſame 
Judgment, and every auCtionier who ſhall be employed by the aſſignees under any 

commiſſion of bankruptcy, to ſell the effects of any bankrupt, ſhall likewiſe ſpecify 
and enumerate in the catalogue to be by him delivered as aforeſaid, the particular 
goods and eſfects then to be ſold, and the aſſignees, or the aſſignee, if only one, un- 
der ſuch commiſſion, ſhall, and he and they is and are hereby required to ſubſcribe 
and ſign ſuch catalogue, and to certify at the foot thereof, that all and evecy the eſ- 
tates, goods, chattels, and effects in ſuch catalogue reſpe N ively ſpecified and enu- 
merated, were really and truly the property of the bankrupt at the time of ſuing 
Forth the ſaid commiſſion, and every ſuch catalogue, ſo ſigned and certified, as 
aforeſaid, {ball be produced by every ſuch auctionier to the perſon to whom ſuch 
auCtionier is by this ac directed to deliver his account, before ſuch auctioneer ſhall 

be permitted to paſs his account, or to have the ſame allowed; and if any ſheriſf,

ſon who ſhall buy or be entitled to ſuch bottles from the perſon who paid the ſaid du- 
ty, to export, from any port witnin this kingdom, ſuch bottles, by way of mer. 
chandize, upon the terms and according to the direCtions herein after mentioned, 
that is to ſay, the perſon intending to export ſuch bottles ſhall give twelve hours no- 
tice, if within the limits of the port of Dublin, and twenty-four hours notice in 
other places in this kingdom, of his intention to pack up, in order to be exported, 
any ſuch bottles, and of the time and place, when and where the ſame is intended 
to be packed up, to the proper officer, and ſuch officer ſhall attend to ſee ſuch bot-

HEREAS an act of parliament paſſed in the thirty-ſifth Recital,

barony preſentments ; and whereas ſeveral of the proviſions of the er ume 
ſaid act, have been found inſufficient for the purpoſes thereby in- inſufficient, 
tended ; be it therefore enacted by the king's moſt excellent Ma-

HERE AS there are ſeveral pariſhes in this kingdom 
which are endowed with eſtates in lands, tenements, and 


hereditaments, of which the reſpective incumbents of ſaid pariſhe; 


are ſeized in fee, in truſt for the ſaid pariſhes, and the ſaid eſtates 
are uſually let, and demiſed by the ſaid incumbents, with the con- 
ſent of the pariſhioners of ſaid pariſhes in veſtry aſſembled, teſtific:! 
by the church wardens of ſaid pariſhes, or other perſons appointed 
for that purpoſe by the ſaid pariſhioners ſo aſſembled, being parties 
to, and executing the leaſes, by which the ſaid eſtates, or any parts 
or parcels thereof, are demiſed, and let to farm, and the annua! 


rents of the ſaid eſtates are applicable to, and ouglit to be applied 


by reſpeQive incumbents and church-wardens of ſaid pariſhes, in 


repairing the churches of ſaid parilhes, and in ſupport of poor and 


indigent perſons within the ſaid pariſhes reſpectively, and in pay- 
ment and diſcharge of parochial expences uſually defrayed by pariſh 
ceſſes, and in orher pious and charitable uſes: and whereas divers 
abuſes and frauds have been committed, as well in the leaſing of 
ſeveral parts of the ſaid eſtates for ſuch long terms of years, as 
in effect to prevent any encreaſe in the rents of the parts ſo de- 
miſed for ages to come, as alſo at low rents, greatly under the 
real value of the ſaid eſtates, or the parts thereof ſo demiſed, and 
the rents of ſaid eſtates have been frequently ſraudulently miſap- 
plied, in ſo much, that there are juſt grounds to apprehend that 


the pious and charitable purpoſes to which the incomes of the ſaid 


eſtates are applicable, may, by ſuch fraudulem practices, be utter ly 
deſcated; and whereas doubts have ariſen, whether any leaſes 
executed of the faid eſtates, or any parts or parcels thereof, by 
the reſpective incumbents of ſaid pariſhes, and the church-wardens, 
or other perſons appointed for that purpoſe by the reſpective pa- 


riſhioners of ſaid pariſhes, in veſtry aſſembled, are good and valid

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in law: for remedy whereof, be it enacted by the King's moſt 
excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent ots, che 
lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parlia- 
ment aſſembled, and by the authority of the fame, That it hall 
and may be lawful to and for every incumbent of any pariſh in 
this kingdom, who is, or thall be ſeized of any eſtate in lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments in fee-fimpie, to him and his ſucceſſors, 
in truſt for ſuch pariſh, to let and demiſe the ſaid eſtate, or any 
part and parcel thereof, for any term of years, not exceeding 
forty-one years, with the content of the ordinary of the dioceſe, 
and of the majority of the proteſtapt pariſhioners of ſuch pariſh 
in veſtry aſſembled, without taking any thing by way of fine, at 
the full improved yeatly rent of the faid eſtate, og the part and 
parts thereof then demiſed, at the peril of the leſſees who fhall take 
the ſame, ſo as fuch leaſe or leaſes be not made to commence in 
futuro, and fo as in ſuch leaſe or leaſes ſhall not be contained any 
power, liberty, or privilege for the leſſee or leſſees to commit waſte, 
or to be diſpuniſhable of waſte, and ſo as that there {hall not be 
any other leaſe or leaſes of the ſaid eſtate, or any part or parcel 
thereof ſo demiſed, which ſhall not expire, or be ended and deter- 
mined within the ſpace of one year next coming from the com- 


mencement of ſuch new leaſe or leafes, and ſo as counterparts of 


ſuch new leaſe or leaſes be entered in the regiſtry -book of the ordi-

CHAP. xn. 


1 Ae Te * the Relief of Confined Debtors, who may be In- 
ſolvent. 


HERE AS ſeveral perſons now are, and for a conſiderable time have been 
\ WY con ned for debt, in the ſeveral gaols of this kingdom, who are ready and 
deſirous to ſurrender all their property to their creditors, but cannot by ſo doing ob- 
tain their liberty, without the intorpoſition of the legiſlature : and whereas a great 
proportion of ſaid priſoners are tradeſmen, manufaCturers and huſbandmen, and by 
confinement are prevented from exerciſing their induſtry and abour, to ſupport 
themſelves and families: and whereas it will be of benefit to the juſt creditors of 
ſuch priſoners, that a fair and true account and dividend of all their property and 
effects ſhall be taken and made, and it is alſo juſt, that infolvents, truly ſurrender- 
ing the whole of their property to their creditors, ſhall be liberated, and enabled to 
purſue their ſeveral occupations, for the ſupport of themſelves and families: in 
order therefore to carry theſe objects into effect, and to prevent the ſeveral deceits 
and frauds heretofore practiſed, in procuring the diſcharge of inſolvent priſoners, 
be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and con- 


ſent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parliamen, 
aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That immediately after the paſſing of 
this act, every gaoler or marſhalſea-keeper, in the kingdom of Ireland, ſhall make a 


return of the ſeveral perſons who were confined in their reſpective gaols for debt, on 
the firſt day of January, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven, fuch return 


to certify the day of their ſeveral committals, and whether they have been in actua 


cuſtody ever ſince the day of ſuch committal, the name or names of the plaintiffs, 
at whoſe ſuit they were committed or detained, the amount of their reſpective 
debts, with the trade or occupation of the priſoners, and the places of their reſi- 
dence, immediately previous to their impri ſonment; ſuch return to be verified on 
the oath of ſuch gaoler, or marſhalſea-keeper, before one of his Majeſty's juſtices of 
the peace for the county or city, where ſuch priſoners are confined, and alſo verified 
by the certificate of the high-ſheriff or ſheriffs, or under-ſheriff of ſuch county or 
city, and to be further verified by the certificate of the local inſpector of ſuch pri- 
ſon or priſons; and ſuch magiſtrate ſhall immediately thereupon tranſmit ſuch return, 
aTidavit, and certificate, to the inſpector- general of priſons, for the time being, at 
his office in Dublin; and atteſted copies of ſuch affidavits, returns and certificates, 
ſhall be granted by the ſaid inſpector- general of priſons, to any creditor or other per- 
ſon applying for the ſame, on ſuch creditor or other perſon, paying to the ſaid in- 
ſpector- general, the ſum of two ſhillings and ſix- pence; and that ſuch certificate 
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ſtall be ſu hcient evidence of the feveral matters therein contained; and any gaoler 
or marſnalſea-keeper, or lo al inſpeor, neglecting to make ſuch return for the 
ipace of twenty four hours after requeſt made to him in writing for the ſame, and 
in the prefence of one credible witneſs, ſhall forfeit the ſum of twenty pounds for 
each and every default, to be recovered in any of his Majeſty's courts of record at 
Dublin, by bill, plaint or information, one half thereof to go to his Mijeſty, and 
the other half to the informer; and the ſaid inſpector-general thall make a return of 
the ſeveral perſons confined fer debt in this kingdom, who ſhall have been diſcharg- 
ed and ſet at liberty, by virtue of this act, and lay the ſame before each houſe of 
parliament on the firſt day of the next enſuing ſeſſion. 

II. And be it enacted, by the authority aforeſaid, That from and after the paſ< 


ſing of this act, any perſon or perſons who ſhall have been in actual confinement, - 


on the firſt day of January, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-ſcven, and 
hath or have been ever ſince confined in actual cuſtody, in any gaol or priſon in 
this kingdom, under any execution, writ, action, decree or other proceſs iſſued out 
ol any court of law in this kingdom, whether of ſuperior or inferior juriſdiction, 
for any debt or debts not exceeding the principal ſum of two hundred pounds to any 
one perſon, and performing the ſeveral requiſites made neceflary by this act, may 
exhibit.a petition to the judge or judges of that court of law from whence the pro- 
ceſs iſſued, upon which he, ſhe, or they were firſt arreſted or taken, ſetting forth 
the ſaid original cauſe or.proceſs, and alſo all other cauſes of his, her, or their im- 
priſonment, and in a ſchedule to be annexed to ſuch petition, ſetting forth a full 
and true account of his, her, or-their whole real and perſonal eſtate, and of all and 
every ſum and ſums of money, gifts, legacies, charges, reverſions, and benefits 
whatfoever, which he, ſhe, or they is, are, or may be, in law or equity entitled 
unto, under or by virtue of any will or ſettlement, or otherwiſe, as far 
as the ſame hath come to the knowledge of him, her, or them, with the dates of 
the ſecurities wherein any part of it conſiſts, and of the deeds, wills, writings, 
or notes relating thereto, and the names of the witneſſes to the ſame, as far as his 
or her knowledge extends thereto, and in whoſe hands the ſame reſpectively are; 
but before any ſuch petition ſhall be received by the judge or judges of the (aid court, 
out of which the original or firſt proceſs, as aforeſaid, has ifſued, every ſuch pri- 
ſoner or priſoners, in order to obtain the benefit of this act, ſhall give, or cauſe to 
be given, a notice in writing, 'in manner and form as herein after mentioned, to all 
and every the creditor and creditors at whoſe ſuit fuch priſoner or priſoners ſtand 
charged, or his or their executors or adminiſtrators, or at his, her, or their uſual 
place of abode, or to his, her, or their attorney or agent, then on record in any ſuch 
action or actions on which the ſaid Er: were arreſted, 'or under which 
they were detained. 

TH. And be it enacted by the . aforeſaid, That in caſe any perſon impri- 
ſoned by the authority of <ivikbill-decree or decrees, be removed to the marſhalſea 
of his Majeſty's Four-courts, in ſuch caſe the perſon fo removed may apply to any 
judge of his Majeſty's courts of record, and on performing the requiſites provided 
by this act, ſuch perſon ſhall be diſcharged by the authority of ſuch judge or judges, 
from ſaid civil-bill-decree or decrees; provided always, that when the attorney laſt 
on record, or under whoſe name ſuch proceſs iſſued, ſhall be dead, fuch priſoner 
or priſoners may ſerve notice on any other attorney or attornies who ſhall or may 
have been employed by ſaid creditors, and ſhall appear their attorney or attornies on 
record, in ſaid action or actions, at any time previous to their preferring their peti- 
tion as aforeſaid, and ſhall alſo give notice in the Dublin Gazette, of the like import 
to all his, her, or their creditors, at whoſe ſuit he, ſhe, or they is or ſhall be de- 
tained, at leaſt ten days before the preſenting of ſuch petition, and an affidavit of 
the due ſervice of every ſuch notice, at the time of preſenting £..ch petition ſhall be 
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read, and at the ſame time proof ſhall be made to the ſatisfaction of ſuch juè ge of 
Judges, of ſuch publication in the Gazette, and thereupon ſuch judge or judge s ſhall 


by order, cauſe the ſaid priſoner, ſo petitioning, to be brought up before ſuch judge 


or judges as ſuch priſoner ſhall petition, on ſome ſhort day to be appointed by ſuch 
judge or judges; ſaid notices to be given ten days at leaſt before any ſuch petition 
ſhall be prefented and received, ſigned with the name or mark of ſuch priſoner, im- 
porting his or her intention to petition, as aforeſaid. 

IV. And whereas great interruption, delays, and inconvenience have ſrequently 
ariſen to the uſual and indiſpen.abl. buſineſs of the courts of King's-bench, com- 
mon pleas, and exchequer, by perſons ſceking the benefit of acts paſſed for the re- 
lief of inſolvent debtors, having the matter of their reſpective caſes debated in term 
time in ſaid courts, by means whereof the ſaid courts have often and repeatediy 
been under the unavoidable neceſſity, from not having time to hear the ſame, cf 
re mand ing ſaid perſons back to priſen for a conſiderable time after they were {u'ly 


entitled to the benefit of the ſaid acts, and had performed all the requiſites dircQ- 


ed therEby; be it theref-re enacted by the authority aſoreſaid, That each and every 
cf the judges of his Majeſty's ſaid courts are hereby empowered to appoint any- 
day or days in any term cr vacation, to hear and determine on the petition or pe- 
titions of any perſon or perſons applying for the bene fits of this act, and elſo to 
hear and determine on ſaid petition or petitions in any of the chambers belonging 
to their oo. courts, or any other place that ſuch judge or judges may ap- 
point. 

V. Provided always, That no petition of any 1 praying to be diſcharg- 
ed under this act, ſhall be received or taken into conſideration by any, judge or 
Judges, unleſs ſuch petition be.previouſly ſigned by ſome one practiſing attorney of 
the court to which ſuch petition ſhall be preferred, or where ſuch judge or judges 
preſide, which attorney ſhall alſo certify upon ſaid petition, that he verily be- 
lieves the contents of the ſame are true, and that the ſeveral requifites required by 
this act have been fully, truly, and without fraud, equivocatian, or evaſion, per- 
formed ; ſuch petition and certificate to be lodged by ſuch attorney with the offi- 
cer of the court to the judge or. judges of which ſuch petition is preferred or ad- 
dreſſed 3 and the ſeveral creditors at whoſe ſuit the priſoner or priſoners are charg- 
ed or detained, as aforeſaid, ſhall be ſummoned for that purpoſe in manner herein 
after mentioned, and upon the day appointed for taking ſuch petition into conſi- 
deration, as herein after mentioned, whether the-creditor or creditors ſo ſum- 
moned, or any other creditor, appear or not, procf being made of due notice and 
ſervice, and of ſuch publication in the Gazette, as ſball appear ſatisfactory to 
the ſaid judge or judges, he or they may, in a ſummary way, examine into the 
matter of ſuch petition, and hear what may or ſhall be alledged on either de, 
for or againlt the diſcharge of ſuch priſoner ; ard upon examination ſuch judge 
or judges may, and are hereby required to adminiſter or tender to the priſoner an 
oath to the following «ffe&t, which oath, or if a quaker an affirmation, the 
ſaid jurge or judges are hereby en powered to adminiſter.

ſhall be ſatisfied with the truth thereof, the judge or judges aforeſaid, may in- 
mediately order the lands, goods, and effects contained in ſuch ſchedule or ac-

An Act for regulating the Payment of Bountres, on the Expor- 
tation of certain Manufa@ures af. this Kingdom. 


HEREAS the encouraging of the various branches of linen and; hempen 
manufaCtures, and of certain manufactures made of ſilk, by bounties on 
export, will tend to promote and enlarge the ſame, and it is neceſſary that the pay- 
ment of ſuch bounties ſhould be under certain regulations and reſtrictions; be it 
enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent 
of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parliament aſ- 
ſerabled, and by the authority. of the ſame, "That every exporter, or ſeller for ex- 
portation of plain Iriſh linen, Iriſh chequed or ſtriped linen, and Iriſh huckabacks, 
diapers, ſheetings, and other ſpecies of linens, upwards of a yard in breadth, and 
of printed, painted, ſtained, or dyed Iriſh linens, callicoes, cottons, or cottons 


mixed with linen, to any places on the exportation to which bounties are payable, 


ſhall in the entry of ſuch goods at the port of exportation, expreſs the quantity 
thereof, and the value, excluſive of all printing, painting, ſtaining, or dying, and 
the marks on every box or package; and ſhall make and ſubſcribe an affidavit on 
ſuch entry, or if a known quaker, an affirmation to the following effect: 


1 A. B. make oath, or affirm,. that the above entry er invoice of linen, is true and 


fair, and that the value of the ſaid linens, as expreſſed in the ſaid entry, is nat averaged,,

And for the better credit of the ſaid manufaQtures, and to prevent frauds in 
obtaining bounties thereon ; be it further enacted, That if the truſtees of the 
hempen-and linen manufactures, ſhall , appoint any perfon or perſons, at any of 
the ports in this kingdom, to inſpect linens intended to be exported on bounty, 
and ſhall give notice thereof in writing to the commiſſioners of his Majeſty's reve- 
nue, no bounty ſhall be paid after ſuch notice, at any port at which ſuch perſon 
fall be appointed · to inſpect, -unleſs-it ſhall appear · to the :ſurveyor, or other officer 
of the port, by ſome ſeal or mark affixed to each package of linen, by ſuch perſon 
or perſons-in- manner herein after-mentioned, that he has examined the ſame, nor 
unleſs it ſhall alſo appear by -the certificate of ſuch perſon or perſens, that ſuch 
linens are of good, found, and merchantable quality.

OR the better ſupport of your Majeſty's government, and the conveuicnce of 
trade, be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the 
advice and conſent of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent 
.parhament aſſembled, and by the authority of. the ſame, That from and after the 


twenty-fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety- eight, until the 
, twenty-fifth day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-nine, incluſive, 
and no longer, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the poſt- maſter- general of this 
kingdom, for the time being, and his deputy and deputies, ſervants and ageuts, to 
and for the uſe of his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, to demand, have, receive, 
and take for the portage and conveyance of all letters and ꝓackets which he ſball 
convey, carry, or ſend poſt, to and from places within this kingdom, according to 
the ſeveral rates and ſums of money herein after mentioned, that is to ſay, for the 
port and conveyance of every ſingle letter or piece of paper, from the office in this 
kingdom, where ſuch letter or piece of paper, ſhall be put in, to any diſtance within 
the ſame not exceeding fifteen miles Iriſh meaſure, the ſum of two pence; and to 
any diſtance exceeting fifteen miles, and not exceeding thirty miles the ſum of three 
- pence; and to any diſtance exceeding thirty miles, and not .excecding fifty miles, 
the ſum of four pence; and to any diſtance exceeding fifty miles, and not exceed- 


ing eighty miles, the ſum of five pence; and to any diſtance excecding eighty miles, 


the ſum of ſix pence; and for the port or conveyance of every double letter, double 
the ſaid ſums reſpectwely; and for every treble letter, treble the ſaid ſums reſpee- 
tively ; and for every ounce weight, four times the ſaid fums reſpectively; and ſo 
in proportion for any greater weight than an ounce, reckoning every quarter of an 


ounce equal to a ſingle letter; and that all letters and packets directed from any 


place in this kingdom, to any part or parts in Great Britain, or beyond the ſeas, or 
received in this. kingdom from Great Britain, or any part or parts beyond the ſeae, 


ſhall be charged and pay for their portage and .conveyance within this. Kingdom, 
from or to Dublin, Waterford, or . Donaghadee, or any other port where packet - 
boats for the conveyance of letters to and froni this kingdom, are or may be eſtab- 
liſhed, as they ſhall reſpectively be ſhipped from or landed in any of the ſaid places, 
according to the rates aforeſaid; and that every letter or packet paſſing through the 
general poſt- oſſice in the city of Dublin, from any place within this kingdom not 
leſs diſtant than four miles from the general ꝓoſt- office in the laid city, to any place 
within the ſaid kingdom, not leſs diſtant than four miles from the general poſt- 
office in the faid City, ſhall be charged and pay accerding to the diſtances herein 
before mentioned, to Dublin; and be further charged and pay-aceording to the 


ſame rates from Dublin, and that for every letter or packet directed on board or 


brought or {ent from on board any ſhip or veſſcl riding or ſtopping in any port with- 
in this kingdom, there ſhall be charged and paid to his Majeſty, his heirs and ſuc- 
oeſſors, over and above the rates aforeſaid, the ſum of one penny. 

II. And be it further enacted, That it ſhall and. may be lawful to and for his 
Majeſty's poſt-maſter-general of this kingdom, and his deputies, and he and they 
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are hereby required to demand and receive for the port and conveyance of all letters 
and packets for Ireland from Great Britain, or foreign parts, in addition to the 
rates of poſtage hereby reſcrved, ſuch further rates of poſtage as now are or here- 
after ſhall be charged for the conveyance of ſuch letters and packets by any act or 
acts now made, or hereafter to be made by the parliament of Great Britain; and 
that his Majeſty's poſt-maſter-gencral of this kingdom thall, and he is hereby autho- 
rized and required to account for and pay the fame quarterly to the revenue of the 
poſt-oilice of Great Britain; and that there ſhall be paid to his Majeſty, his heirs 
and ſucceſſors, for the delivery of every Britiſh or foreign printed newſpaper, and 
for every printed vote or proceeding in parliament, arriving at the general poſt- 
ofice in Dublin, Waterford, or Donaghadee, or any otlier port, where ſuch packet 
boats as aforeſaid are, or ſhall be eſtabliſhed, from Great Britain, without covers, 
or in covers open at the ſides, the ſum of one penny, over and above the poſtage 
which may be charged thereon, and accounted for to Great Britain; and in like 
manner there ſhall be paid to his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, for the port and 


conveyance through, this kingdom of every printed newſpaper, directed from any 


part of Ireland to any part of Great Britain without covers, or in covers open at 
the ſides, the ſum of one penny, and no more, which ſam of one penny ſhall be 
paid on the delivery of every ſuch newſpaper at the poſt-office from whence it ſhall 
be diſpatched in this kingdom. 

III. And be it enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the poſt-maſter 
general, for the time being, and his deputies, from and after the twenty- fifth day 
of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-eight, until the twenty-fifth day 
of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety nine, incluſive, and no longer, 
to demand, have, receive, and take for the portage and conveyance of all letters and 
packets conveyed by the penny poſt, according to the ſeveral rates herein after men- 
tioned; that is to ſay, that'for the port and conveyance of any letter or packet, not 
being more than four ounces in weight, from and to any place within the limits of 
the circular road about the city of Dublin, there ſhall be paid at the time of putting

VII. And he it enacted, That the net revenue and monies ariſing by the rates 
and duties hereby granted to his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, after paying all 
charges, outgoings, diſburſements, expences and ſalaries neceſſary for the receipt 
and management of the ſame; and all expences attending the ſaid office, and the 
due execution of this act, ſhail be paid into his Majeſty's exchequer in this kingdom, 


in ſuch manner, and at ſuch time and times as his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, 


or the lord lieutenant or other chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the 
time being, ſhall direct and appoint. 

VIII. And be it enacted, That in caſe the poſt-maſter-general, or any perſon 
concerned in the execution of this act, ſhall neglect or refuſe to perform any matter 


or thing whatſoever, according to the true intent and meaning of this act; or if 


they or any of them, or any other oſſicer employed by virtue of this act, ſhall em- 
bezzle, divert, or miſapply any of the monies by them, or any of them, collected 
or received by virtue of this act, contrary to the true meaning thereof, then and in 
every ſuch caſe, every perſon fo offending, ſhall forfeit his office, and be incapable 
to ſerve his Majeſty, his heirs and fucceflors, in any office or place of truſt or pro- 
fit, and ſhall be liable for every ſuch offence to pay treble the ſums fo embezzled, 
diverted or miſapplied. | 

IX. And be it enacted, That neither the fix pence per pound, nor any other fee 
ſhall be payable to or be deducted or received by any officer or officers of this king- 
dom, to his or their uſe, for or 6n account of the iſſuing or payment of any ſum or 
ſums of money ariſing by, or which ſhall be reccived for or on acccunt of the aids 
hereby granted to Eis M. Ys his heirs and ſucceflors, or of any payment to be 


made in purſuance of this act, but that the ſame ſhall be accounted for to his Ma- 


jeſty, his heirs and en 
X. Aud be it cnacted, That no letters or packets ſent by the poſt to or from any 


place or places whatſoever, ſhall be exempted from paying the duty of poſtage ac- 
cording to the rates eſtabliſhed by this act, other than and except fuch letters and 
packets as are herein after excepted, and in ſuch manner, and under ſuch reſtrictions 
as are herein after declared and enacted concerning the ſame; that is to ſay, all 
letters and packets not excceding the weight of one ounce, and not coming from 
any foreign place or parts beyond the ſeas, and ſent from or to any place or places 
within this kingdom during the fitting of any ſeſſion of parliament, or within forty 
days before, or forty days after any ſummons or prorogation of the ſame, which 
all be ſigned on the outſide thereof by any member of either of the two houſes of 
parliament in this kingdom, and whereof the whole ſuperſcription ſhall be of the 
hand-writing of ſuch members, and ſhall have endorſed thereon in the ſame hand- 
writing, and on the ſame fide with ſuch ſuperſcription and ſignature, the month and 
the day of the month and year when the ſame ſhall be put into any poſt-office of this 
kingdom, to be forwarded by the poſt, the day and month to be in words at length; 
and alſo ſhall have endorſed thereon in the ſame hand-writing, the name of the poſt- 
town from which the ſame is to be ſent. 

NI. Provided always, That no ſuch letter or packet ſhall 101 free of the duty of 
poſtage, unleſs the member directing the ſame ſhall have actually been in the poſt- 


' town, or within the diſtrict or delivery of ſuch poſt town where ſuch letter or 


packet ſhall be put in to be forwarded by poſt on the day of the date ſuperſcribed 
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on ſuch letter or packet; and alſo except all letters and packets not excceding the 
like weight, which ſhall during the ſitting of any ſeſſon o parliament, or within 
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directed from any place in this kingdom, to any member of either houſe of the 
parliament of this kingdom, at the place where he ſhall actually be at the time of 
the delivery thereof, or at any of his uſual places of reſidence, or at the houſe of 
- parliament of which he is a member. 

XII. Provided always, and be it further enacted by the authority Aren id, That 
no member of either of the ſaid two houſes of parliament, ſhall be entitled or allow- 
ed to ſend by the poſt, free from the duty of poſtage, ſuperſeribed or directed by 
him, more than ten letters in any one day, nor ſhall be entitled or allowed to re- 
ceive by the poſt, free from the duty of poſtage, more than fifteen letters directed 
to him in any one day. 

XIII. Provided alſo, and be it further enated, That whenever the number of 
letters or packets not weighing more than one ounce each, ſent or received by any 
member of either of the two houſes of parliament, in any one day, ſhall exceed the 
number exempted by this act, from the duty of poſtage, and the rates of poſtage 
on the ſaid letters or packets reſpectively, or any of them, ſliall differ, then ſuch 
of the ſaid letters or packets as would be chargeable with a higher rate of poſtage 
than the remainder ſhall be included in the number fo exempted, in preference to 
any which would be chargeable with a lower rate of poitage, and the remainder of 
ſuch letters or packets, ſhall be chargeable with the ſeveral rates of poſtage reſpec- 
tively, to which ſuch letters or packets would be chargeable, if ſent or received by 
any perſons not entitled to fend or receive letters or packets free from the duty of 
poſtage. q 

XIV. Provided always, That nothing herein contained, ſhall extend to charge 
with the duty of poſtage any letters or packets from and to any place within this 
kingdom, directed to his Majeſty's Feutenant-g: neral, or other chief governor or 
governors of this kingdom, the lord high chancellor, the ſpeaker of the houſe of 
commons, the lord high treaſurer, the commiſſioners of the treaſury, and their 
ſecretary, his Majeſty's adjutant-general for the time being, in this kingdom, his 
Majeſty's principal ſecretary of ſtate for this kingdom, the chief ſecretary of ſuch 
heutenant-general, or other chief governor or governors of this kingdom, the ſecre- 
tary for the provinces of Ulſter and Munſter, the under-ſecretary and ſirſt-clerk of 
the civil department in the ſaid chief ſecretary's oſſice, the under-ſecretary and firſt- 
clerk for the military department of the office of ſuch chief ſecretary, the chief com- 
miſſioner of the barrack-board, or to his Majeſty's poſt-malter-general of this king- 
dom, the, ſecretary of the ſaid general poſt- oi ce, the comptroller of the ſorting- 
office in the ſaid general polt-o/lice, and the ſurveyors of the ſaid poit-office, the 
clerk of the parliament, and the clerk of the houſe of commons, all for the time be- 
ing, or any letters or packets ſent by any of the ſaid oſficers for the time being, 
from and to any place within this kingdom, which {hall relate to the buſineſs of 
their reſpective offices, or their own private concerns only, and ſhall be ſigned, 
ſuperſcribed, and dated on the outſide of ſuch letters as afore!.ai.!; and in caſe any 
ſuch officer ſhall receive under cover to him, with intent to cy2de he payment of 
any of the rates granted by this act, any letters or packets intended for, or directed 
to other perſons, every ſuch officer is hereby authorized and r-anired to ſend the 
ſame to the general poſt-office in Dublin, in order that ſuch -rters and packets 
may be charged with the duty of poſtage payable thereon, it being the true intent 
and meaning of this act, that the privilege of ſending Mid re iving letters and 
packets by ſuch officers, ſhall extend to ſuch letters and paciets only, as relate to

which perſon or perſons are hereby ſtrictly forbid ſo to endorſe and ſeal any letter or 
packet whatſoever, unleſs ſuch only, concerning which they ſhall receive the ſpecial 


directions of their ſuperior officer, or which they ſhall themſelves know to concern 


the buſineſs of the poſt-office;z and if any perſon or perſons authorized as aforeſaid, 
under the hand and ſeal of the ſaid poſt-maſter-general, ſhall knowingly make and 
ſubſcribe ſuch endorſement, or procure the ſame to be made on any letter or packet 


-which does not really concern the buſineſs of the ſaid general poſt-office, he ſhall 


for the firſt offence forfeit and pay the ſum of five pounds, and for the ſecond offence, 
ſhall be diſmiſſed from his office. 

XV. And be it enacted, That all covers containing muſter-affidavits from the out- 
penſioners of the royal-hoſpital, and ſent from any place within this kingdom, 
directed to the regiſter of the ſaid hoſpital, ſhall be delivered to the ſaid regiſter 
free of the duty of poſlage; provided that every ſuch cover ſhall be unſealed, and 


ſhall contain no other encloſure, ſave and except the ſaid muſter-a{ſidavits, and that 


all printed receipts for the pay of ſuch out-penſioners made up as a letter, or cover 


of a letter, and directed with the words, 0 Out-penſioner of the 


Royal-hoſpital ; being printed thereon, and ſealed with the ſeal of th: paymaſter 
of the Royal-hoſpital, ſhall in like manner be delivered free of poſtage, to ſuch 
out-penſioners within this kingdom to whom they ſhall be reſpectively directed; 
provided ſuch printed receipts ſhall not contain any encloſure; and if apy ſuch 
receipt, cover, or muſter-aſhdavit, {hall be found to contain any encloſure what- 


ſocver, contrary to the true intent and meaning of this act, then and in that caſe, 


every ſuch receipt made up as a cover or letter, and every ſuch cover or muſter- 
affidavit ſhall be charged and liable to treble the duty of poſtage, according to the 
rates eſtabliſhed by this act, any thing herein' contained to the contrary in any wiſc 
notwithſtanding. 

XVI. And be it enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for certain per- 


ſons who by virtue of their reſpective offices in Great Britain, have heretofore ſent 
or received letters and packets free from the duty of poſtage, - by virtue of, or under 


any act or acts of the Britiſh parliament, to ſend and receive by the poſt letters and 
packets from Great Britain to any part of Ireland, or from any part of Ireland to 
Great Britain, free from the duty of poſtage, ſubject nevertheleſs to ſuch limitations 
and reſtrictions as perſons in this kingdom, who by virtue of their employments or 


.offices, are permitted to ſend and receive letters and packets free of poſtage, are 


ſubject and liable to by this act. 

XVII. And whereas frauds may be pra diſed in ſending covers, len, and 
packets by poſt, directed to members of parliament, and other perſons privileged 
by this act to receive letters and packets free of the duty of poſtage, containing 
letters and packets intended for others, and not intended for ſuch members or other 
perſons to whom ſuch covers, letters and packets are ſo directed, whereby the per- 
ſons for whom ſuch letters and packets are really intended, may receive ſuch covers, 
letters, and packets, free from the duty of poſtage, to the injury of the revenue; 
for remedy whereof, be it enatied, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the 
ſaid poſt-· maſter-general, and all perſons acting under this act, to charge the whole 
of ſuch covers, letters, and packets, with treble the duty of poſtage, according to 
the rates eſtabliſhed by this, act, my thing herein contained to the contrary not- 
withſtanding. 
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XVIII. Provided always, That if it ſhall appear by the certificate of ſuch mem- 
ber, that ſuch cover, letter or packet, ſo charged, was actüally intended for ſuch 
member, or for ſome of his family, and not covering a correſſ ondenee to any perſon 
not reſident in his houſe, that then and in every ſucli cafe, the poitage ſo charged 
and paid for every ſuch letter, cover, or packet, ſhal! be returned to ſuch mem- 
ber. | | | 

XIX. Provided always, and be it further enaQe«, That nothing herein contained, 
ſha!l extend to-charge with the duty of poſtage any printed votes or proceedings in 


parliament, or printed newſpapers, being ſent by the poſt without covers, or in co- 


vers open at the fides, which ſhall be ſigned on the outhde thereof, by any member 
of parliament in this kingdom, or which ſhall be directed to any ſuch member, at 
any place within this kingdom, whereof he ſhall Jiave given notice in writing to the 
eee ee of Ireland, or which ſhall be ſent by certain officers in the office 

his Majeſty's poſt-maſter-general, who ſhall be thereunto licenſed by the ſaid poſt- 
da reſpectively, provided ſuch newſpapers #; all be fo folded, as that the 
ſtamp thereon ſhall be viſible, but that all ſuch votes, proceedings in parliament, and 
printed newſpapers ſo ſent and ſigned as aſorcſaid, ſhall be received fre of the duty 
ot poſtage. 

XX. Provided noverthelels, That no ſuch printed newſpaper ſha?! oy” free of 
poſtage from the general poſt-oſhce, purſuant to any ſuch notice, or from any 
other poſt-olfice in this kingdom, unleſs ſuch newſpaper {hall be put into ſuch 
poſt-offices of the cities or towns in which ſuch newſpapers ſhall be printed re- 
ſpectively, two hours at the leaſt before the time of the poſt being diſpatched 
therefrom. | 

XXI. And whereas it is expedient, that the non-cormiſſoned officers, ſeamen, 
and privates employed in his Majeſty's navy, army, militia, fencitle regiments, ar- 
tillery and marines ſhouid, whit on ſervice, be permitted to fend and receive ſingle 
letters by the poſt on their own private concerns, at a low rate of poſtage; be it 
therefore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That from and after the paſſing of 
this act, no ſingle letter ſent by the poſt from any non-commiſſioned officer, ſea- 
man, or private employed in his Majeſty's navy, army, militia, fencible regiments, 
artillery, or marines, ſhall, whilſt ſuch non- commiſſioned oiFcer, ſeaman, or pri-

XXII. Provided nevertheleſs, That no letter or letters ſent by the poſt from any 
non-· commiſſioned officer, ſeaman, or private employed in his Majeſty's navy, army, 
militia, fencible regiments, artillery, or marines, ſhall be exempted from the payment 
of the Tate of poſtage chargeable upon letters according to the laws now in force, 


unleſs there ſhall be written upon every fuch letter, in the hand-writing of, and

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fencible regiments, artillery, or marines, from any part of Great Britain to Ireland, 
{hall whiiſt ſuch non-· commiſſioned officer, ſeaman, or private reſpectively, ſhall be 


employed in his Majeſty's ſervice, and not otherwiſe be charged or chargeable with 


any rate of poſtage whatſoever, in caſe a duty of poſtage of one penny ſhall have 
been paid thereon in Great Britain, provided that no letter or letters ſent by the poſt 


from any ſuch non-commiſſioned officer, ſeaman, or private, ſhall be exempted 


from the rate of poſtage chargeable upon letters, according to the laws now in force, 
unleſs there ſhall be written upon every ſuch letter, in the hand-writing of, and 
figned by the commanding othcer for the time being, of the ſhip or veſſel, or of 
the corps, regiment, or detachment, to which each non-commiſſioned officer, ſea- 
man, or private employed in his Majeſty's ſervice, ſhall reſpectively belong, the 
name of ſuch commanding offcer, and of the ſhip, veſſel, ure, — or de- 
tachment, commanded by him.

Provided nevertheleſs, That no ſuch letter ſhall be exempted from the rate 
of poſtage chargeable upon letters, according to the laws now in force, unleſs every 
ſuch letter ſhall be directed to ſuch non-commiſſioned officer, ſeaman, or private, 
employed in his Majeſty's ſervice, ſpecifying the ſhip, veſſel, regiment, troop, corps, 
company, or detachment, to which he may belong ; and provided alſo, that it i}all 
not be lawful for the deputy poſt-maſter of the town or place to which fuch letter 
ſhall be ſent to be delivered, to deliver fuch letter to any perſon, except to the non- 
commiſſioned officer, ſeaman, or private, to whom ſuch letter ſhall be directed, or to 
any perſon employed to receive the ſame, by the commanding officer of the ſhip, 
veſſel, regiment, troop, corps, company, or detachment, to which the non-com- 
miſſioned officer, ſeaman, ar mee: to whom ſuch letter ſhall be directed, ſhall 
belong.

Examine and ſearch any packet ſent within a cover, or in a cover open at the ſides, 
in order to difcover whether any letter or other paper or thing whatſoever be en- 
cloſed or concealed in or with ſuch printed votes, proceedings, or printed newſpapers ; 
and in order to diſcover whether ſach printed newſpapers ſhall have been duly ſtamp- 
ed; and in caſe any letter or paper, or thing whatſoever, ſhall be found to be en- 
cloſed, written, or concealed in, on, or with ſuch pripted votes, proceedings in par- 
liament, or newſpapers, as aforeſaid, or in caſe there ſtrall be any writing other than 
the ſuperſcription of ſuch printed votes, proceedings. in parliament, or newſpapers, 
or any of them, or on, or in the cover thereof, the whole. of ſuch packet ſhall be 
charged with treble the duty of poſtage by this. act impoſed ; and in caſe any ſuch 
newſpaper ſhall appear not to have been duly ſtamped, every ſuch officer is hereby re- 


| quired to ſtop the ſame, and ſend it to the CTR of the ſtamp. duties, at their 


office in the city of Dublin. 
XXVII. And be it enacted, That if any perſon. or perſons: whoſoever, within 
this kingdom, ſhall forge or counterfeit the ſeal or hand- writing, or make uſe of 
the 
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the name of any perſon whomſoever in the ſuperſcription of any letter or packet to 
be ſent by the poit, in order to avoid the payment of the duty of poſtage, or ſhall 
forge, counterſeit, or alter, or ſhall procure to be forged, counterfeited, or altered, 
the date, place, or any other part of the ſuperſcription of any ſuch letter or packet, 
or ſhall write, or cauſe to be written, or ſent by the poſt any letter or packet, the ſu- 
perſcription, or any part whereof ſhall be forged, counterfeited, or altered, in order 
to avoid the payment of the duty of poſtage, knowing the ſame to be forged, coun- 
terfeited, or altered; or if any perſon or perſons within this kingdom, ſhall forge, or 
counterfeit, or alter, or procure to be forged, counterfeited, or altered, any certi- 
ficate of any member of either houſe of the parliament of this kingdom, or of any. 
other perſon entitled to the privilege of ſending letters free of the duty of poſtage, 
in order to have the poſtage charged upon any cover, letter, or packet refunded ; 
every perſon ſs offending, being thereof duly convicted, ſhall for the firſt offence 
ſorfeit the ſum of fifty pounds, and for the ſecond offence the ſum of one hundred 
pounds, and for the third offence ſhall be deemed guilty of felony, and ſhall be tranſ- 
ported for ſeven years; and that it ſhall and may be lawful to and for his Majeſty's

XXVIII. And be it enacted, That if any collector or receiver, ferryman, or other 
perſon whatſoever, appointed, or entruſted or employed to take or receive the tolls 
or rates at any turnpike-gate or bar erected upon any highways, bridges, or poſt- 
roads, or at any ferry, or any perſon who has or ſhall have the care of any gate of 
any walled town, or the cuſtody of the keys of ſuch gate, ſhall demand and take any 
toll or rate for the coachman, poſt-boy, expreſs-boy, or rider, guard, fervant, or 
other perſon, horſes or carriages conveying or employed to carry any mail or bag of 
letters in this kingdom, paſſing through, over, or acroſs the ſame, or ſhall not permit 
and ſuffer the horſes and carriages, together with the coachman, poſt boy, expreſs- 
boy, or rider, guards, ſervants, and other perſons fo employed, to paſs through ſuch 
toll-gates, bars, or gates, and acrofs fuch ferries without delay; or if any ferryman 
{hall not within the ſpace of fifteen minutes after demand made, in all poſſible caſes, 
convey the coachman, poſt-boy, expreſs-boy, rider, guard, ſervant, and other per- 
ſons, together with the horſes and carriages employed as aforeſaid, acrofs ſuch ferry, 
to the uſual landing-place; or if any perſon having the care of any gate of a walled 
town, or the cuſtody of the keys of ſuch gate, ſhall not within a quarter of an hour 
after demand made aloud at ſuch gate, open the ſame, and admit the coachman, poſt- 
boy, expreſs boy, rider, guard, ſervant, or other perſons, together with the horſes 
and horſe-carriages employed as aforeſaid, ſuch offender or offenders being convict- 
ed thereof, by the oath of ſuch coachman, poſt-boy, expreſs-toz, or rider, or other 
<redible witneſs or witneſſes, before any juſtice of the peace within the diſtri 
wherein ſuch offence ſhall be committed, which oath every j::ſtice is hereby autho- 
rized and required to adminiſter, ſhall for every fuch offence forfeit the ſum of 
twenty ſhillings, to be paid to the informer; and if the ſame ſhalł not be forthwith 
paid upon ſuch conviction, it ſhall and may be lawfut for every ſuch juſtice, and 
he is hereby required to commit the offender to the houſe of correction, there to re-

kingdom; and whereas it is expedient that the officers of his Majeſty's treaſury 
ſhould be authorized to receive ſums which may be ſo paid, until the twenty-fifth 
day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-nine ; be it enacted by the 
King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the lords 
ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parliament aſſembled, and by 
the authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the teller of the 
exchequer, or his deputy, to open books in which an account ſhall be kept of all 
ſums which ſhall be voluntarily paid into the treaſury, which ſums he is hereby 
authorized to receive; and that it ſhall and may be lawful for the commiſſioners of 
his Majeſty's treaſury to iſſue ſuch ſums, to ſuch purpoſe as may from time to time 
be directed by his excellency the lord lieuten nt, or other chief governor or gover- 
nors of this kingdom; and that a ſeparate and diſtin account be kept of ſuch iſſue, 
and that ſuch ſums ſhall be ſo applied for the purpoſe of more effeQually defending 
this country, and to no-other purpoſe whatſoever.

III. And be it enatted, That every deed, inſtrument, note, or memorandura,

diſtinct account of the money ariſing from the reſpective duties of ten pounds, in 


the ſaid ſchedule mentioned, on the admiſſion of any ſtudent, and on the admiſſion 
of any barriſter into the inns of court, and the further duty of ſeven pounds in the 
faid ſchedule mentioned upon each part of indentures for binding an apprentice to 
an attorney; and that the receiver general of the duties hereby granted, ſhall pay 
the ſame at the receipt of his Majeſty's exchequer; and the commiſſioners of his 
Majeſty's treaſury, or lord high treaſurer for the time being, ſhall cauſe the ſame 
to be paid to the treaſurer of the laid ſociety, to be applied by him in ſuch manner 
as ſhall be directed by ſaid ſociety.

for more than one ſkin, making his charge by the ſheet, or in any other man- 
ner than by the ſkin, under pretence of hwing inſerted 'in ſuch one ſkin 
of parchment a greater number of- ſheets thm twenty, or under any other 
-pretence whatſoever, ſuch charge ſh1ll not be payable by the client; and further, 
that every attorney, ſolicitor, or other perſon ſhall, for every ſuch charge fo made 
or - demanded, forfeit and pay for the firſt offence the ſum of ten pounds, and 
for the ſecond offence - the ſum of fifty pounds, and for the third and every other 
offence the ſum of one hundred pounds, with treble coſts of ſuit. 

XXIV. And be it enacted, That where any bill of coſt in any cauſe in your 
Majeſty's courts of chancery or exchequer, in which there hall be any charge 
or charges for drawing, or for engroſſing on parchment any bills, anſwers, or other 
pleadings in che ſaid courts reſpectively, which ſhall be engroſſed or written, and 

filed in either of the ſaid courts, ſhall be taxed, the officer who ſhall reſpectively 
tex ſuch bills of coſts, ſhall tax the charges for drawing and engroſling ſuch

ing or refuſing reſpectively as aforeſaid, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch neglect or re- 
fuſal, the ſum of ten pounds: And in caſe the keeper or keepers of 'the rolls of 
the court of chancery, or his or-their deputy, ſhall negle& or refuſe to inſpect 


and certify the number of ſkins contained in ſuch pleadings, as aforeſaid, to the 


Proper officer of ſuch court, upon being applied 'to by him for the purpoſes afore- 
ſaid, ſuch keeper or keepers, or his or their deputy, ſhall for every ſuch negleQ or 
refuſal, forfeit in like manner the ſum of ten pounds; which ſaid ſeveral forfeitures 
ſhall be enforced in a ſummary way, upon motion, by order of the ſaid courts of 
chancery and exchequer, upon complaint made to them reſpectively, againſt any 
officer who ſhall be guilty of any ſuch neglect or refuſal, and ſhall enure-to your 
Majeſty, your heirs and ſucceſſors. | 

XXV. Provided always, That nothing in this act contained ſhall extend, or be 
conſtrued to extend to the charge to be made for engroſſing any bill, anfwer, or other 
pleading in equity, the whole contents of which ſhall not amount to the quantity 
-or number of ſheets to be contained in two fkins, reckoning the quantity in every

writing or engrofſinent, or to the writer or engroſſer thereof, for the duty or duties 
marked, ſtamped, or impreſſed thereon, and upon oath (or if a known quaker, 


upon ſolemn atfrmation) made to the ſatisfa tion of the ſaid commiſſioners, or | 


any of them, or of the ſaid officer, which oath or affimation the faid commiſſion- 
ers are, or any of them, and the ſaid officer is hereby authorized to adminiſter, 
that ſuch ſtamped vellum, parchment, or paper, ſo engroſſed or written upon, or 
ſpoiled, obliterated, or by any other means rendered unfit for the purpoſe intended, 
hath not been executed or ſigned by any party or parties, or uſed for any other 
purpoſe, or in any other manner whatſyever; and that no money or other con- 
ſideration hath been paid or given for the duty or duties marked, ſtamped, or im- 
preſſed thereupon, fave and except the money firſt paid for ſuch duty or duties to 
the receiver-general of the ſtamp duties, or other prop-r officer appointed to col- 
left and receive the ſame; and the ſaid commiiſianers are hereby required to 
ſtamp or mark, or cauſe to be ſtamped or marked, for che ſeveral perſons who ſhall 
bring and deliver any quantity of ſtamped vellum, parchment, or paper fo writ- 
ten or engroſſed upon, ſpoiled, obliterated, or by any other means rendered unſit

are hereby prohibited to ſell, and deliver to, or for the uſe of any ſuch printer, 
publiſher, or proprietor fo outlawed for any criminal oſfence, or who ſhall be con- 
victed, and receive judgment for printing and publiſhing a tra'torous or ſeditious 
libel, any ſtamped paper, for printing any newſpaper and if any printer, publiſher, 
or proprietor of a newſpaper, or other paper, ſerving the purpolz of a newſpiper, 
ſha!l, ſor the ſpace of forty days after printing or publi hing any advertiſement or 
advertiſements, neglect to pay the duties hereby charged on advertiſem :nts, the 
: ſad commiſſioners, and their olſicers for diſtributing ſtamped vellum, paper and 
parchment, reſpectiveiy, are hereby prohibited to fell, and deliver to, or for the 
uſe of ſuch printer, publiſher, or proprietor, any {tzmped paper for printing any 
newſpaper upon, until ſuch printer, publiſher, or proprietor, ſo in arrear, (hall 
have paid, and diſcharged all arrears of ſuch advertiſement duty, to the payment 
of which he was ſubject to and for the laſt day of the month, next preceding the 
month in which ſuch payment ſhall be made. 

LXXXVIII. And be it enafted, That if any perſon or perſons ſhall at any time 
or times hereaſter counterfeit or forge, or cauſe or procure to be counterfeited or 
forged any type, mark, or ſtamp to reſemble any type, mark, or ſtamp already 
kept or uſed, or hereafter to be kept or uſed at the head-office aforeſaid, for de- 
noting the charging or marking on vellum, parchment, or paper, or other matter 
directed to be ſtamped, any of the duties by this act charged thereon, or ſhall 
counterfeit, mark, or impreſs, or cauſe, or procure to be counterfeited, marked, or 
impreſſed on any vellum, parchment, or paper, any mark or device uſed or kept 
at the heac-oflice aforeſaid, ſor denoting the charging or marking on vellum, parch- 
ment or paper, or other matter or thing directed to be ſtamped, any of the duties 
by this act charged thereon, thereby to defraud your Majeſty, your heirs or ſuc- 
ceſſors, of any of the duties hereby granted; or ſhall utter, vend, or ſell, or cuaſe 
to be uttered, vended, or fold, any vellum, parchment, or paper, with any coun- 
terfeit device, mark, or impreſſion thereupon, to reſemble any mark or device uſed 
or kept at the head office aforeſaid, for the purpoſes aforeſaid, knowing ſuch de- 
vice, mark, or impreſſion to be counterfeited; then, every ſuchi perſon ſo offend- 
ing, and being thereof duly convicted, ſhall be adjudged a frion; and ſhall ſuffer 
death as in caſes of ſelony, withopt benefit of clergy.

or merchandixes from the danger of the ſeas, or other perils at ſea, without firſt 
taking out a licenſe for that purpoſe from the ſaid commiſſioners for managing the 
ſtamp duties, in manner herein after mentioned. 

XC. And be it enacted, That from and immediately after the paſſing of this 
att, the ſaid commiſſioners for the time being, or any two of them, ſhall under 
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their hands and ſeals, grant a licenſe for inſuring houſes, furniture, goods, wares, 


merchandizes, or other property, from loſs by fire, and alſo ſor inſuring goods, 
wares, or merchandizes, from the danger of the ſeas, or other perils at ſea, to all 
and every body and bodies politick or-corporate, or other perſon or perſons apply- 
ing for the ſame; which licenſe ſhall ſet forth the name or names, and other de- 


ſcription of the body or bodies politick or corporate, or perſon or perſons taking 


out the ſame, and alſo the principal houſe or other place where ſuch buſineſs of 
inſuring houſes, ſurniture, goods, wares, and merchandizes, or other property,

XIV. And be it enacted, That all and every perſon and perſons, and body and 
bodies politick or corporate, who now, or which, during the time aforeſaid, ſhall 
inſure, or ſet up, or keep any office for infuring houſes, furniture, goods, wares, 
merchandizes, or other property, from loſs by fire, or for infuring goods, wares, 
or merchandizes, from the danger of the ſeas, or other perils at ſea, without fuch 
licenſe as aforefaid, or in any other houſe or place, except the houſe or place to 
be named in the licenſe under which ſach body or bodies politick or corporate, or 
other perſon or perſons ſhall act; or ſuch other houſe or houſes, place or places, as 
ſhall be ſubordinate to the houſe or place to be named in ſuch licenſe, and be kept 
by ſome perſon or perſons employed as agent or agents to any ſuch body or bodies 
politick or corporate, or ot':er perſon or perſons having ſuch licenſe as aforeſaid, 
or in any other manner contrary to ſuch licenſe, or to the intent and meaning of 
this act, ſhall forfeit for every day on which ſuch offence ſhali be committed the 
ſum of fifty pounds, and alſo double the amount of the premiums of inſurance 
which ſuch body or bodies politick or corporate, or other perſon or perſons ſhall 
receive on any ſuch day. 

XCV. And be it enacted, That all and every perſon uod perſons. and body and 
bodies politick or corporate, to whom any ſuch licenſe as aforeſaid. ſhall be granted, 
ball at the time of receiving ſuch licenſe, give, ſecurity, with ſuſficient ſureties to 
be approved of by the ſaid commiſſioners, or any two of them, by bond to his Ma- 
jeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, in ſuch ſums as the ſaid commiſſicners may thi-k 
reaſonable, ſo as the ſame do not exceed the probable amount of the duty payabie 
by ſuch body or bodies politick or corporate, or perſon or perſons reſpectively, for 
half a year, with condition that if ſuch perſon or mY or body or bodies poli- 
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„ek or corporate, ſſ all faithfully make out, ſign, and deliver an account of all money 
r.ccived for ſuch duties upon inſurances, and well and truly make payment of all 
ch ſums of money as ſha!) be due and payable inereon to your Majeſty, in pur- 
zance of, and according to the true intent and meaning of this act; and alſo truly 
nd {aithfully obſerve and perform all the directions, matters and things herein con- 
tained, cn his, her, or their behalf to be obſerred and performed, ſuch bond hall 
be void, but otherwiſe to remain in full force. 

XCVI. And be it enacted, That every licenſe to be taken under this act, ſha!l 


have force only from the day of granting the ſame, until the twenty-fiſth day of 


March, one thoutand ſeven Landed and Muety- nine, in-lufive, and no longer; 
but if a licenſe ſhall be granted to two or more perions, and any or either of 
them ſhall die before the faid twenty-ſifth day of March, it ſhall continue in force 
during the time aſoreſaid, for the bencfit of the ſurvivor or ſurvivors of the perſons 
licenſed. | | 

XCVIL And be it enacted, That where ſuch buſineſs of inſuring is carried on by

be it enacted, That if a y perſon or perfon3 ſhail act as agent or agents for any perſon 
or perſons, body or bodies politick or corporate, in pubhckly or privately inſuring or 
receiving ſubſcriptions for inſuring, or delivering out policies or receipts for iaſu- 
rance againſt loſs by fire, or from the danger of the ſcas, or other perils at ſca; 
except for ſuch perſon or perſons, bodies politick or corporate, as ſhall be duly 
licented as aforeſaid, every ſuch perſon itall, for every ſuch offence, forfeit the ſun 
of one hundred pounds; and if any perſon or perſons, whoſe houte or houſes, fur- 
nitare, goods, wares, merchandizes, or other property, fituate or being in this king- 
dom, ſhall at any time between the twenty-fiſth day of March, one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and ninety-eight, and the twenty- ſifth day of March, one dliouſand feven 
hundred and ninety-nine, incluſive, be inſured from loſs by fire, or whoſe goods,

CV. And be it enacted, That the ſaid receiver-general of the ſtamp duties, at 
the head office, or other perſon or perſons duly appointed by the major part of the 
ſaid commiſſioners to receive the ſaid duties upon inſurances againit joſs by fire, or 
the danger of the ſeas, or other perils at ſea, ſhall make an allowance to all and 
every perſon and perſons, body and bodies politick or corporate, ſo to be licenſed 


as aforeſaid, reſpeCtively, for their own uſe and trouble in receiving the ſaid duties, 


and making out ſuch accounts as herein directed, after the rate of one ſhilling in the 
pound out of the monies by them accounted for and paid to ſuch receiver- general, 
or ſuch other perſon or perſons aforeſaid, NO to the directions herein con- 
tained. 

CVI. And be it enacted, 'That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for your Ma- 
jeſty, your heirs and ſucceſſors, and to and for the lord lieutenant, or other chief 
governor or governors of this kingdom for the time being, out of the produce of 
the duties hereby granted, to cauſe ſuch ſum and ſums of money to be expended and 
paid from time to time, for ſalaries and other incident charges, as ſhall be neceſſary 
in and for the receiving, collecting, and levying, or managing of the ſaid duties, 
any thing in this act contained to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

CVII And be it enated, That all and every the officer and oſſicers who ſhall be

XII. And be it enacted, That immediately from and after the duty of ſuch hides 
and ſkins, and pieces of hides and ſkins, and vellum and parchment, ſhall be afcer- 
taincd by weight or tale, as aforeſaid, and an entry thereof made in a book to be 
kept by the officer or officers who ſhall have ſo aſcertained the ſame, ſuch officer or 
officers ſhall cauſe every hide and ſkin, and every piece of a hide and ſkin, and all 
vellum and parchment, whereof the duty ſhall be fo aſcertained, to be marked with 
ſuch mark as this act directs to be uſed, to denote the charging of ſuch duty as 
aforeſaid : Provided always, That in caſe any tanner or dreſſer of ſuch hides and 
ſkins, or maker of ſuch vellum or parchment, ſhall defire that the ſaid mark be 
made upon any particular part thereof, then the officer marking the ſame, ſhall 
mark ſuch hide or ſkin, vellum, or parchment accordingly ; and officers in marking 
hides and {kins, and vellum and parchment, ſhall do none, or the leaſt damage that 
may be to the ſame.

XIII. And for the better aſcertaining of the duty chargeable on hides and ſkins,

charges, -ſufficient and juſt ſcales and weights, for weighing and. re-weighing, all 
ſuch hides and Ikins, and pieces of hides and ſkins, which ſhall be in their reſpec. 
tive yards, and other places, and ſhall bring or cauſe the ſame to be brought to the 
ſcales, and ſhall aſſiſt the officers of exciſe in weighing and re-weighing ſuch hides

officers; be it enacted, That every tanner, dreſſer of leather, and maker of vellum 
and parchment, who ſhall be furniſhed by any officer of the revenue with any ſuch 
ſpecimen paper, ſhall cauſe the ſame to be fixed on boards, conveniently made for 
that purpoſe, and ſhall cauſe ſuch ſpecimen paper fo fixed, to be hung, poſted, or 
put up in his or her ſtore-houſe, in the moſt public and conſpicuous place, and 
preſerve and keep the ſame ſo poſted, in ſuch manner, that any officer of the reve- 
nue viſiting at ſuch ſtore-houſe may view the ſame, and make entries thereon ; and 
if any ſuch tanner, drefſer or maker, as aforeſaid, ſhall not poſt, or put up, or 
preſerve ſuch ſpecimen paper in manner herein directed, unavoidable accidents 
_ excepted, he or ſhe ſhall, for every ſuch offence, forfeit the ſum of fifty pounds. 
XXI. And be it enacted, That if any hides or ſkins, or pieces of hides or ſkins, 
chargeable with any of the ſaid duties, or any vellum or parchment, ſhall be re- 
moved or conveyed from the yard, work-houſe, drying- pla, or ſtores, of any 
tanner, dreſſer, or maker thereof, before the duties payable thereon ſhall be fully 
charged by weight or tale, as this act in the reſpective caſcs doth require, and 
before ſuch hides or ſkins, or pieces thereof, or vellum or parchment, ſhall he 
ſtamped or marked, to denote the charging of the ſaid dutics, the tanner, dreſſer, 
or maker, out of whoſe yard or other place, ſuch hides and ſkins, or pieces of 
hides and ſkins, or vellum or parchment, ſhall have been fo removed or conveyed, 
and every buyer, contractor, or other perſon, who ſhall take away, or cauſe or

XI. Provided always, and be it further enaCted by the authority aforeſaid, That 
every judge advocate, or perſon officiating as ſuch at any general court-marrtial, 
do, and he is hereby required to tranſmit with as much expedition as the opportunity 
of rime and diltance of place can admit, the original proceedings and ſentence of 
ſuch court martial to the chief ſecretary'of' the lord lieutenant, or other chief go- 
vernor or governors of the kingdom of Ireland, to be laid before him or them, and 
when the determination ſhall have been made upon the ſentence therein contained, 
to be lodged with the judge advocate general in Dublin; which ſaid original pro- 
ceedings znd ſentence- ſhall be carefully kept and preſerved in the office of ſuch 
Judz: advocate-general, to the end that the perſon entitled thereto may be ena- 
bied upon application to the ofice to obtain copies thercof, according to the true 
intent and meaning of this act. 

XII. Provided alſo, and be it further nates: and declared, That none of the 
Proceedings of any general or-regimental court martial, nor any entry or copy 
thereof, ſhall be charged or chargzable with any amp duty wi..tfocver, auy thing 
contained in any former a & or acts to the contrary not with tanding. 

XIII. Erovided always, and be it hereby declared and enafted, That no officer 
or ſoldier beir g acqui:ted or couvicted of any once, be liable to be tricd a ſccond 
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time by the ſame or any other court martial for the ſame offence, unleſs in th: 
caſe of an appeal from a regimental to a general court-martial; and that no (c. 
tence given by any court- martial, and Agned by the preſident thereof, be liable to

XIV. Provided always, That nothing 4 in this act contained, ſhall extend, or be 
conſtrued to exempt any ofEcer or ſoldier whatſoever from being proceeded again't 
by the ordinary courſe of law. 

XV. And for preventing. of frauds and deceit in the muſtering of ſoldiers, be 
it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That if any perſon do make or give, 

or procure to be made or given, any falſe or untrue certificate whereby to excuſe 
. anyſoldier for his abſence from any muſter, or any other ſervice which he ought 
to attend or perſorm, upon pretence of being employed on ſome other duty of the 
regiment, or of. ſickneſs, being in priſon, or on furlough : then every ſuch perſon 
ſo mak ing, giving, or procuring ſuch certificate, ſhall, for every ſuch offence, for. 

- feit the ſum of -fiſty pounds, and ſhall be forthwith caſhiered and diſplaced from his 

ol office, and ſhall be thereby utterly daiſabled to have or hold any military office or 
employment within this realm; and no certificate ſhall excuſe the abſence of ary 
ſoldier, but for the reafons.above.mentioned, or one of them; and the commiſſary 

of the multers, is hereby directed to ſet down on the roll, at the time of the tak. 

"hag of the muſter, the reaſon of the abſence of ſuch ſoldier reſpectively, and by

VXVI. And be it further enaRted, by the authority aforeſatd, That every officer 
that ſhall make any falſe. or untrue muſter of man or horſe, and every-commiſſary, 
, muſter-malter,. or other officer, who ſhall wittingly or willingly allow or ſigu the 
muſter- roll, wherein ſuch falſe muſter is contained, or any duplicate thereof; and 
alſo every commiſſary, -muſter-maſter, or other officer who ſhall directly or indi- 
rectly take, or cauſe to be taken, any. ſum or ſums of money, or any gratuity, on 
or for the muſtering of any regiment, troop, or company, or on or for the ſign- 
ing of any muſter-rolls, or any duplicate «hereof, upon proof thereof upon oath 
made by two witneſſes before a general court- martial to be thereupon called, which 
is hereby authorized and required to adminiſter ſuch. oath, ſhall for ſuch offence 
a "ik forthwith caſhiered, and diſplaced: from ſuch his office, and. ſhall be thereby ut- 
i terly diſabled to have or hold any civil or military oſſice or employment within this 
realm. 

XVII., And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every com- 
miſſary or muſter-maſtex upon any muſter to be made, had, or taken by him or 
. them, ſhall, by a convenient time before ſuch muſter made, give. notice to the 
mayor, or. other chief magiſtrate or officer of the place where the ſaid ſoldiers fo 
to be muſtered. ſhall, be quartered, who is hereby required to be preſent at ever) 
: ſuch, muſter, and give his utmoſt aſſiſtance for the diſcovering any falſe or. untrue 
, muſter there made, or offered to be made; and that every ſuch commiſſary or 
- muſterymaſter,making or taking ſuch muſter, that ſhall neglect to give ſuch notice 
as aforeſaid, or ſhall refuſe to take the aid 2nd aſſiſtance of ſuch mayor, chief ma- 
Eiſtrate, or oſſicer where the ſoldiers to be muſtered ' ſhall. be, quartered, hall for- 
+ feit the ſum of fifty pounds, and ſhall be diſcharged from his office; and no muſ- 

eee ſhall. be allowed, unleſs the ſame be ſigned by the ſaid mayor, or other

perſon ſo offending, rendering the overplus, if any, to tlie owner ; and in cafe 
ſuch offender fhall not have fufficient goods and chattels whereon diſtreſs may be 
made, to the value of the penalty to be recovered againſt lim, or ſhall not pay 
ſuch penalty within four days after ſuch conviction, then, and in ſuch cafe, ſuch

2ny proviſions, forage, arms, clothing, aramunition, or other military ſtores tv 
be ſpoiled or damaged, upon proof thereof upon oath, made by two witneſſes before 
a generzl court-martial, which is hereby authorized and required to adminiſter 
ſuch oath, ſhall be forthwith diſmiſſed his Majeſty's ſervice, and forfcit the ſum of 
one hundred pounds, and is hereby required to make good at his own expence the 
loſs and damage thereby ſuſtained, to be aſcertained by ſuch court-martial, which 
ſhall have power to ſeize the goods and chattels of the perſon ſo offending, and 
ſell them for the payment of the ſaid one hundred pounds, and ſuch damage; and 
if ſufficient goods and chattels cannot be found and feized, then the perſon fo of- 
ending ſhall be committed to priſon, or the common gaol, to remain there for 
fix months, without bail or mainprize, and until he ſhall pay ſuch deficiency, 
and after the ſaid ſum thall be recovered and levied, the ſame 1tha!l be applied an! 
diſpoſed of as his Majeſty ſhall direct and appoint. 

XX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every commil- 
fary of the muſters, or muſter-maſter, either of the land forces or marines, making 
or taking a muſter, do make oath before the mayor or chief magiitrate attending 
the making or taking ſuch muſter as afereſaid, if ſuch mayor or chief magiſtrate 
fo attending be a juſtice cf the peace, or otherwiſe before one of his Majeſty's courts 
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of record, or before a maſter in chancery in Dublin, who is hereby authorized to

ed to attend, before one of his Majeſty's courts of record, or before a maſter in 
chancery, to make and ſubſcribe the following cath, viz.

XXII. And for the better execution thereof, and that a true and dates ac- 
count may be kept. and rendered by the agents of the ſcveral regiments and inde- 
pendent troops and companies, the ſaid agents are hereby required and directed to 


| obſerve ſuch orders and directions as ſhall ſrom time to time be given -by his

And it is enacted, That if any officer or commiſſary ſhall muſter any 


perion by a wrong name, knowingly, upon conviction thereof before a general 
court-martial, the ſaid officer or commiſſary ſhall ſuffer ſuch penalties, and in 


ſuch manner as is directed and inflicted by this act upon thoſe who ſhall make falſe 


muſters. 
XXIV. And whereas by an act paſſed in the ſixth year of the reign of Queen 


Anne, entitled, An act to prevent the diſorders that may happen by the marching ef f. 
diers, and providing carriages for the baggage of ſoldiers on their march, it is amongſt 
other things enacted and declared, “ That no officer, ſoldier, or trooper in her 
« Majeſty's army, nor the ſervant of any officer, nor any attendant on the train 
« of artillery, nor any yeoman of the guard of battle-axes, nor any officer cm 
« manding the ſaid yeomen, nor any ſervant of any ſuch officer, ſhall at any time 
« hereafter have, receive, or be allowed any quarters in any part of this kingdom, 
© ſave only during ſuch time as he or they ſhall be, and remain in ſome ſeaport 
town, in order to be tranſported, or during fuch time as there ſhall be any 
«© commotion in any part of this kingdom, by reaſon of which emergency, her 
« Majeſty's army, or any conliderable part thereof ſhall be commanded to march 
« from any part of this kingdom to another, or during ſuch time or times as 
« he or they ſhall be on their march as aforeſaid.” And whereas the barracks 
of this kingdom are not at preſent ſufficient to lodge all the forces upon its mi- 
litary eſtabliſhment; and whereas it may be neceſſary to ſtation part of the 
troops in places where there are not barracks, or not ſufficient barracks to 
hold them: be it enacted, and it is hereby declared and agreed by the au- 
thority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful, notwithſtanding the ſaid 
recited act, to and for the conſtables and other chief officers and magiſtrates 
of citics, towns, villages, and other places within this kingdom, and in their 
default or abſence, for any one juſtice of the peace, inhabiting in or near 
any ſuch city, town, village, or place, and for no others, and fuch conſtables, 
and other chicf magiſtrates as aforeſaid, are hereby required to quarter and billet 
the officers and ſoldiers in his Majeſty's ſervice in inns, livery-ſtables, alc-houſes, 
and the houſes of ſellers of wine by retail, to be drank in their own houſes, or 
places thereunto belonging; and all houſes of perſons ſelling brandy, ſtrong wa- 
ters, cyder or metheglin by retail; and where there ſhall not be found fufficient 
room in ſuch houſes, then in ſuch manner as has been heretofore cuſtomary ; nor 
ſhall any more billets at any time be ordered, than there are effective ſoldiers preſent 
to be quartered; all which billets, when made out by ſuch chief magiſtrates or con- 
ſtables, ſhall be delivered into the hands of the commanding officer preſent; and if 
any conſt»ble or ſuch like officer or magiſtrate as aforeſaid, ſhall preſume to quarter 
or billet any ſuch officer or ſoldier in any houſe not within the meaning of this act, 
without the conſent of the owner or occupier, then ſuch owner or occupier ſhall 
have his or their remedy at law againſt ſuch magiſtrate or officer for the damage 
that ſuch owner or occupier ſhall ſuſtain thereby; and if any military ohcer thall take 
upon him to quarter ſoldiers otherwiſe than is limited and allowed by this act, or 
ſhall uſe or offer any menace er compulſion to or upon any mayors, conſtables, or 
other civil officers before mentioned, tending to deter or diſcourage any of thems 
from performing any part of their duty hereby required or appointed, ſach military 
officer ſhall, f. r every ſuch offence, being thereof convicted before any two or more 
of the next juſtices of the peace of the county, by the oath of two cred:ble witneſſes, 
be deemed and taken to be % facts caſhiered, and ſhall be utterly C:fabled to have 
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. A. D. or hold any military employment within this kingdom; provided the ſaid convictlo: 
1 796. be afſirmed at the next aſſizes or quarter ſeſſions of the peace for the ſaid county, or 
„Chap. 47 county of the city, and a certificate thereof tranſmitted to the judge advocate, who 
—— is hereby obliged to certify the ſame to the next court-martial; and in-caſe any 
perſen thall find himſelf aggrieved, in that ſuch conſtable, chief- officer or magiſtrate, 
not being a juſtice of the peace, has-quartered or billeted in his houſe, a greater 
number of ſoldiers than he ought to bear in proportion to his neighbours, and {hall 
complain thereof to one or mare juſtice or Juſtices of the peace of the diviſion, city, 
or liberty where ſuch ſoldiers are quartered ; or in caſe ſuch chief otlicec or magiſ- 
trate ſhall be a juſtice of che peace, then on complaint made to two or more ;ultices 
ol the peace of ſuch diviſion, -vity, or liberty, ſuch juſtices reſpeckively thall have, 
and have hereby power to relicve ſuch perſons, by ordering fuch and fo many of the 
foldiers to be removed and quartered-upon ſuch other perſon or perſons as they fall 
ee cauſe,z and ſuch. other perſon.-or perſons ſhalt be obliged to- receive fuch ſoldiers 

_ accordingly. 

XXV. And whereas great mconvenience happens from the billeting of ſoldiers 
ſingly: be it thorefore enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time hereafter, 
- leſs number than two men {hall be billeted in any-one houſe, and ſuch billets may 

be changed onee in every month if thought neceſſary by the chief magiſtrate, 
to prevent any burthen thereby axiſing from falling heavy on particular indivi- 
duals. 

XXVII. And as very. great detriment and ãnconvenience ariſes! to the ſervice from 
dhe diſperſing and billeting of ſoldiers when on a' mazch at a great diſtance from 

me place or places-where they are meant to be quartered, - and contrary to the true 
intent end meaning of the ſaid laſt reeited act, and by reaſon of which they are 
placed wide of their intended route for the next day's march: be it therefore enacted 
by the authority aforeſaid, That at no time when troops are on a march, ſhall any 
of them: be billeted above one mile, fram the place: or places mentioned in the 
, Toute. 

XXVII. Provided how; and be it enacted by he authority aforeſaid, Ihat if 

any officer ſhall take, -or.caufe, te be taken, or knowingly-ſuſfer to -be taken, any 

money of any perſon for excuſing the quarters of officers or ſoldiers, or any of them, 
in any houſe allowod by this act, every ſuch oflicer-ſhall be caſhiered, and. be inca- 
pable of ſerving in any military employment whatſoever. 

XXVIII. And whereas great inconveniencies: have ariſen, and may ariſe in ſuch 
places where horſe or dragoons are, or may be. quartered, by the hilleting of the 
men and their horſcs at different houſes, and often at great diſtances from one ano- 

ther, contrary to the true intent and meaning ef this act: be it therefore enacted 
by the authority afereſaid, That in all places where horſe or dragoons ſhall be quar- 
tered or billetsd in purſuance-of, this act, for the future, the men and their horſes 
- ſhall be billeted in ene and the ſame houſe, except in caſe of neceſſity, and that in 
no other caſe whatſoever there be leſs than one man-billeted where there ſhall be 
one or two horſes, nor leſs than two men where there ſhalt be four horſes, and fo in 
proportion for a greater number ; and in ſuch eaſe, each man ſhall be billeted as 
.ncar his horſe as poſſible. 
XXIX. And whereas ſome doubts have ariſen. whether commanding officers of 
any regiment, troop or company, may exchange any men or horſes quartered in 
any town or place with another man or hore quartered in the fame place for the 
benefit of the ſervice ; be it declared and enacled by the authority aforeſaid, That 
ſuch exchange as above mentioned, may be made by ſuch commanding officers re- 
ſpectively, provided the number of men or horſes do not exceed the number at that 
time billeted on ſuch houſe or houſes; and the conſtables, tithing-men, head- 
boroughs, a and other chief officers and magiſtrates of the cities, towns, villages, 


or 
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or other places where any regiment, troop, or company ſhall be quartered, are 


Hereby required to billet ſuch men and-horſes ſo exchanged accordingly. . 
XXX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That from and after 


the thirty-firſt day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-cight, no pay- 


maſter general, or paymaſter of the army, paymaſter of the marines, ſecretary at 
war, commiſſary, or muſter-maſter, or any other officer whatſoe: er, or their under- 
Officers, ſhall receive any fees, or make any deductions whatſocver out of the pay 
of any officer or ſoldier in his Majeſty's army, or from their agents, which ſhall 
grow due from and after the ſaid thirty-firi day of March, one thouſand ſeven hun- 
cred and ninety-eight, other than the uſual deductions for clothing, and ſuch other 
neceflary deduCtions as are now made, or ſhall from time to time be directed by his 
Majeſty under his royal ſign manual. 

XXXI. And that the quarters of officers and ſoldiers in this kingdom, may here- 
aſter be duly paid and fatished, his Majeſty's duties of exciſe better anſwered, and 
that the owners of houſes on whom officers and - ſoldiers ſhall be billeted, may 
be encouraged to provide proper accommodation for - ſuch officers, ſoldiers, and 
Horſes : be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That except during ſuch times as 
the troops ſhall be on their march, or during ſuch times as there ſhall be any com- 
motion in any part of this-kingdom, payment ſhall be made for each officer and ſol- 
dier during the time he or they ſhall occupy ſuch billet, - at the following weekly 
rates, videticer, in Dublin, for each field officer and captain, eight ſhillings; for 
each ſubaltern officer, ſeven qhillings; for each ſerjeant of dragoons or foot, or 
.corporal of horfe, one- ſhilling-and one penny; for each trooper, dragoon, or foot 
ſoldier, fix ꝓence halfpenny: in the country, for each field officer or captain, 
five ſhillings ;: for each ſubaltern officer, three ſhillings and ſix pence; for each 
ſerjeant of dragoons or foot, or corporal of horſe, one ſhilling ; for each trooper, 


dragoon, or foot ſoldier ſix pence; the payment of the officers lodgings to be 


made by the officers themſelves in the preſent aceuſtomed manner; the payment 
-of the mens' lodgings to be made monthly, by the commanding officer of each 
corps, in each quarter, in conſequence of money ſent them for that purpoſe, by 
their / ſeveral regimental agents; and in order to enable the agents to remit ſuch 
money, -ſuch ſums ſhall be advanced to them, as ſhall be neceſſary, for which the 
-regiments fhall be . accountable, and which ſums ſhall be accounted for in the 


uſual manner. 


XXXII. And as an encouragement to provide proper and ſufficient ſtabling for | 


the horſes ſo billeted, four pence per week ſhall be paid to the owners of ſtables, 
for each horſe, during the time each ſhall remain, in ſuch manner and under ſuci 
circumſtances, as the quarters of the men are paid; and in caſe of any troop or 
company being ſuddenly ordered to march, and that the reſpective commanding oſſi- 
cers are not enabled to make payment of the ſums due for the lodging of the men, and 
ſtabling of the horſes, every ſuch officer ſhall, before his departure, make up the ace 
count with every perfon with whom ſuch troop or company may have been quar- 
"tered, and fign a certificate thereof; which account and certificate ſhall be tranf-

XXXIII. And be it 1 ena ted, That the clauſes and circumſtances of this 
act, ſhall, in every particular, extend to all recruiting parties whatſoever, and their 
recruits of his Majeſty's land or marine forces, that may be employed on that ſer- 
vice within this kingdom and quarters ſhall at all times, upon requiſition, be grant- 
ed to ſuch parties and their recruits as preſcribed by this act, they paying for the 
fame at the rates before directed, notwithſtanding there _ be barracks in the 
places where uch quarters are ſo demandcd. 
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XXXIV. And be it further enacted, That every non-commiſſioned officer and ſol. 
dier, who ſhall be billeted aceording'to the proviſions in this act, ſhall be entitled 
to and receive proper and ſufficient accommodation reſpectively, and alſo the uſe of 
kitchen utenſils, to cook and eat their victuals in their quarters. 

XXXV. And be it further enatted by the authority aforeſaid, That for the 
better and more regular proviſion of carriages for his Majelty's forces in their 
marches, or ſor their arms, clothes, or accontrements, all juſtices of the peace 

within ther ſeveral counties, ſhires, diviſions, liberties, and precin ds, being duly 


required thercunto by an order from the chief governor or governors of this king. 


dom, or the general of his Majeſty's forces, or the maſter-general of his Mzj-{ty'; 


. ordaance, ſhall, as often as ſuch order is brought and ſhewn unto one or more of 


chem by the quarter-maſter, adjutant, ar other officer, or non-commilſioned officer 
ol the regiment, detachment, troop, or company ſo ordered to march, iſſue out his 
or their warrants to the conſtables or petty conſtables of the diviſion, city, Liberty, 


hundred, and precinct, from, through, near, or to which ſuch regiment, detach- 


ment, troop, or company ſhall be ordered to march, requiring them to make ſuch 


proviſion for carriages, with able men to drive the ſame, as is mentioned. in the 
faid warrant, allowing them ſuſficient time to do the ſame, that the neighbouring 
parts may not always bear the burthen; and in cafe ſufficient carriages. cannot bx 
provided within, any ſuch liberty, diviſion, or precinct, then the next juſtice or juſtices 
of the peace of the next county or drvifion, ſhall, upon ſuch order as aforeſaid, 
being brought or ſhewn to one or more of them, by any. of the officers aforeſaid, 
iſſue his or their warrant to the conſtable or petty conſtables of ſuch next county, 
liberty, diviſion or precinct, for the purpoſes aforeſaid, to make up ſuch deficiency ; 
and ſuch conſtable. or petty conſtables ſhall order and appoint ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons, having carriages within their reſpeQive liberties, as they ſhall think proper, to 
provide and furniſh ſuch carriages and men according to the warrant aforeſaid, who 
are hereby required to provide and furniſh-the ſame accordingly z and. if any milita- 
ry officer or oflicers, for the uſe of whoſe troop or company the carriage was pro- 
vided, fhall force and conſtrain any carriage to travel more than one day's journey, 


except as hereafter excepted, or ſhall not diſcharge the ſame in due time for their 


return home, or ſhall ſaifer any ſoldier or ſervant, (except ſuch as are fick) or any 
woman to ride in the carriage aforeſaid, or ſhall force any conſtable or petty conſtable 
by threatening or menacing words to provide ſaddle-horſes for themſelves or fervants, 
or ſhall force horſes from the owners by themſelves, ſervants, or ſoldiers, every ſuch 


_ oificer, for every ſuch offence ſhall forfeit the ſum of five pounds, proof thereof 


being made upon oath before two of his Majeſty's juſtices of the peace of the ſame 
county, who are to certify the ſame to the paymaſter-general, or other reſpective 
paymaſter of his Majeſty's forces, who is hereby required to pay the aforeſaid ſum 

of five pounds, according to the order and appointment under the hands and ſeals 
of the aforcſaid juſtices of the peace of the ſaid county, who are liereby impowered 
to deduct the ſame out of ſuch officer's pay; and the aforeſaid. officer or officers who 
by virtue of the aforeſaid warrant from the juſtices of the peace are to demand the 

carriage or carriages therein mentioned, of the conſtable or petty conſtable to whom 
the warrant is directed, is and are hereby required, before the owner of ſuch car- 
riage ſhall be compelled to take any loading, or be forced to proceed in the march 
with his carriage, to pay down in hand to the owner of ſuch carriage, or his fervant, 

the ſums herein after mentioned, for every mile or reputed mile they are to march, 
that is to ſay, for every hundred weight which the owner or owners of any whecl- 
carriage ſhall take as loading on ſuch wheel-carriage, the ſum of one penny one- 

ſixth part, for every mile, or reputed mile, he or they thalltherew:th march; and if 
any oflicer or perſon requiring ſuch carriages as aforeſaid, ſhall neglect or refuſe to 
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pay to the owner of ſuch carriage the ſum hereby appointed to be paid, he and they 
ſhall forfeit the ſum of forty ſhilling3 ſterling, to the party injured, on ſuch proof, 
ind in ſuch manner as is herein before appointed. 

XXXVI. And be it further enacted, That no owner of ſuch carriage be com- 
pelled or obliged to take, any loading, until the fame ſhall be fir!t duly weighed at 
the expence of 'the owner or owners of ſuch carriage, if he or they ſhall think fit, 
and the ſame can be done in a reaſonable time, without let or hindrance of his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice; and if any officer or other perſon requiring ſuch carriage, ſhall force 
or compel the owner to take any loading until the ſame {hall be ſirſt duly weighed, 
if the ſame can be done in a reaſonable time as aforeſaid, or ſhall contrary to the 
will of the owner of ſuch carriage, or his ſervant, put or permit any perſon what- 
ſocver to put any greater load upon any carriage than as is herein after directed, 
either at the time of loading, or on the march, every ſuch officer ſhall for every 
ſuch offence, forfeit the ſum of twenty ſhillings to the party injured, on ſuch proof 
and in ſuch manner as is herein before appointed. 

XXXVII. And be it further enacted, That no carriage impreſſed by authority of 
this act, ſhall be liable or obliged to carry above fix hundred weight; and if the 
owner fhall conſent to carry above fix hundred weight on any carriage, he ſhall be 
allowed and paid at the rate of one penny-one-ſixth part per mile, ſor every hundred 
above the weight of ſix hundred pounds put on his carriage; and the owner or owners 
of ſuch carriage or carriages ſhall not be compelled or obliged to proceed with ſach 
carriage or carriages under the fum of ſeven pence fer mile or reputed mile at*the 
eaſt, in caſe he or they ſhall be required to carry a leſs weight on ſuch carriage or 
carriages than fix hundred pounds weight for each carriage. 

XXXVIIͤI. And be it further enacted, That if through the neglect of any con- 
fable, after notice given as aforeſaid, to provide carriages as before mentioned, the 
_-officer commanding in chief, ſhall be neceſſitated to halt, that then, aud in ſuch 

caſe only, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for ſaid officer to take the carriages one 
day's march more according to the route, paying one penny one-ſixth part per mile for 
each hundred weight of loading as before mentioned; and the owners of ſuch car- 
riages, upon complaint made by them or their ſervant or ſervants to any juſtice of 
the peace or chief magiſtrate next adjoining where ſuch carriages were to have been 
provided, ſhall receive, over and above the one penny, ene-fixth part per mile per 
hundred weight of loading before Tp:cified, ſeven pence more per mile for each 
carriage, to be paid by the conſtable who made default in providing carriages; 
the ſaid laſt ſum to be levied immediately after demand and refuſal, by warrant 
of any juſtice of the peace or chief magiſtrate of the place next adjoining; which 
ſaid juſtice or chief magiſtrate is hereby required to grant the ſame immediately 
on demand, without fee or reward. 

XXXIX. Aud be it further enacted, That notice ſhall be given to the lord mayor 
of the city of Dublin, at leaſt twenty-four hours before the march of any troops 
cr companies of ſoldiers out of the ſaid city, of the number of the troops or 
companies appointed to march; whereupon the lord mayor for the time being, 
ſtall ſummon a proportionable number of cars out of the licenſed cars, brick 
cars, and other cars within the county of the ſaid city, and ſo from time ts 
time the ſaid cars are by turns to be employed in carrying the baggage of ſuch 
troops or companies, at the prices, and under the regulations herein before men- 
tioned; and it is hereby directed, that no country cars or carriages coming to the 

market of ſaid city, nor any cars or carriages coming to any of the markets of this 
kingdom, ſhall be detained or employed in carrying the baggage of the army on 
any pretence whatſoever, | 

XL. And whereas ſeveral as of parlizment of the ſixth of queen Anne, and 
the ſecond and fifteeath of George the ſecond, and of the eighth and nineteenth 
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of Cecrde the third, are now. in force. for the providing of carriages for the bag- 


gage of ſoldiers on their march; be it enacted, That the ſeveral clauſes contained

And be it further cnaQted by the authority aforeſaid, That every non-c-r2- 
miſſioned officer who ſhall be convicted at a general or regimental court-martial of 
having embezzled or miſapplied any money, with which he may have been entruſted 
for the payment of the men under his command, or for enliſting men into his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice, ſhall be reduced to ſerve in the ranks as a private ſoldier, and be put 
under ſtoppages until the money be made good, and ſuffer ſuch corporal puniſhment 
not extending to life or limb, as the court-martial ſhall think fit.

ſuſpected perſon, and if by his confeſhion, or the teſtimeny of one or more witn fs 
or witnefies upon oath, or by the knowledge of ſuch juftice of peace, it ſhall ap- 
pear or be found, that ſuch ſuſpected perſon is a h{led feltier, and ought to be

to the contfary notwituſtanding | 

XI. VII. And for the better encouragement of any perſon or perſons to ſecure 
or apprehend ſuch, deſerters as aforeſaid : be it ſurcher enacted by the authority 
aforeſeid, That ſuch juſtice of Peace {all alſo iſſue his warrant in writing to the 
collector or collectors of his Majeſty's revenue, in the diſtrict where ſuch deſerter 
fall be apprehended, ſor paying out of the revenue by him collected, into the 
hands of ſuch perſon who (l ell apprebhend, or cauſe. to be apprehended, any de- 
ſer:er from his, Majeſty's ſcrvice, the ſum of twenty ſhillings for cvery ſuch deſerter 
that fall be fo apprehended and committed; which ſum of twenty ſhillings ſll all be 
ſatisfied by ſuch collector or collectors to whom ſuch warrant ſllall be directed aud 
2Lowed upon his account. | | | 

XLVIII. Provided always, That if any perſon ſtall harbour, conceal, or aſſiſt any 
«cicrter from his Majeſty's ſervice, knowing him to be ſuch, the perſon ſo offend- 
ing, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence the ſum of five pounds; or if apy perſon 
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fall knowingly detain, buy, or exchange, cr otherwiſe receive any nceeſſaries, or 
any arms, clothes, caps, or other furniture belenying to the King, frem any ſol- 
dier or deſerter, or any other perſon upon any account or pretenee whatſoever, or 
«cauſe the colour of ſuch clothes to be changed, tie perſen fo offending thall forfeit 
for every ſuch offence the ſum of five pounds upon conviction, by the oath of cne 
or more credible witneſs or witneſſes be fore any of his M:jeſty's juſtices of the 
peace, the ſaid reſpective penalties of five pounds, and 'five pounds to be levied 


by warrants: under the hands of the faid juſtice or juſtices cf the peace, by diſtreſs 


and fale-of-the goods and chattels of the offender, one moiety of the faid firſt men- 
tioned penalty of five pounds to be paid to the informer by. whoſe means ſuch de- 
ſerter ſhall be apprehended, and one 'moiety of the laſt mentioned penalty of five | 
pounds to be paid to the-informer, and the reſidue of the ſaid reſpective penalties

Juſtices of the peace, which ſaid warrants the ſaid juſtice or juſtices are hereby em- 


powered to grant, forcibly enter into, or break open the dwelling-houſe or out- 
houſe of any perſon whatſoever under pretence of ſearching for 5 0 2 ſhall 
upon due proof thereof forfeit the fum of twenty pounds. 

L. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may

LI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That for bringing of- 
fenders againſt ſuch articles-of war to juſtice, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for 
his Majeſty to empower the chief governor or governors of this. kingdom to erect 
and conſtitute courts martial with power to hear, try, and determine any crimes and 

offences by ſuch artieles of war, and to inflict penalties by ſentence or judgment of 
the ſame within this kingdom; and to ſummon before them witneſſes, who during 
their necefſary attendance in ſuch courts, and in going to and returning from ſuch 
courts, ſhall be privileged from arreſt in like manner, as witneſſes attending any of 


his Majeſty's courts of law are privileged ; and that if any ſuch witneſs ſhall be 


unduly arreſted, he ſhall be diſcharged from fuch arreſt by the court out of which 
the writ or proceſs iſſued, by which ſuch witneſs was arreſted; or if the court out 
of which the writ or proceſs iſſued be not ſitting, then any judge of the court of 
king's bench, upon its being made appear to ſuch court or judge, by affidavit in a 
ſummary way, that ſuch witneſs was arreſted in going to, or returning from, or at- 
tending vpon ſuch court-martialz and that all witneſſes ſo duly ſummoned, who 
ſhall not attend on ſuch courts, ſhall be liable to be attached in the court of king's- 
bench, upon complaint made to the ſaid court of king's-bench, in like manner as if 
ſuch witneſs had neglected to attend on a trial in that court. 
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Lil. Provided always, That no perſon or perſons ſhall be adjudged to ſuffer any 
puniſhment extending to life or limb by the ſavl articles of war within this kingdom, 
except for ſuch crimes as are expreſſed to be fo puniſhable by this act. 

LIII. Provided alfo, and be it further enacted, That if any officer or ſoldier ſhall 
in any of his Majeſty's dominions beyond the ſea:, or elſewhere beyond the ſeas, 
commit any of the offences triable by courts-martial by virtue of this act, and ſhall 
come or be brought into this realm before he be tried by a court-martial fer ſuch 
, offence, ſuch officer or ſoldier ſhall be tried and puniched for the fame, as if the ſaid 
offznce had been committed within this realm. 

IIV. Provided alſo, That no perſon or perſons being acquitted or convicted of any 
copital crime3, violences, or offences by the civil magiſtrate, ſhall be liable to be pu- 
niſhed by a court-martral tor the fame, otherwiſe than by caſhiering. 

LV. Provided alfo, That if any officer, non-commilſlioned officer, or ſoldier 
ſhall be accuſed of any capital crime, or of any violence or offence againſt the per- 
ſon, eſtate, or property of any of his Majeſty's ſubjects, which is puniſhable by the 
known laws of the land, the commanding officer or officers of any regiment, troop, 
or company, or party, is and are hereby required to uſe his utmoſt endeavours to 
deliver over ſuch accuſed perſon to the civil magiſtrate; and ſhall alſo be aiding and 
aſſiſting to the officers of juſtice in the ſeizing and apprehending ſuch offender in 
order to bring him to trial; and if any ſuch commauding officer ſhall wilfully ne- 
glect or refuſe upon application made to him for that purpoſe, to deliver over any 
ſuch accuſed perfon to the civil magiſtrate, or to be aiding and aſſiſting to the of- 
ficers of juſtice in apprehending ſuch offenders, every ſuch officer ſo offending, and 
being thereof convicted before any two or more juſtices of the peace for the county 
where ſuch fact is committed, by the oath of two credible witneſſes, ſhall be taken 
to be 1½½ fats caſhiered, and ſhall be utterly diſabled to have or hold any civil or 
military office or employment within this kingdom, or in his Majeſty's ſervice; pro- 

vided 1. ſaid conviction be aſſirmed at the next quarter ſeſſions of the peace for 
the ſaid county, and a certificate thereof be tranſmitted to the judge advocate, who 
is hereby obliged to certify the ſame to the next court-martial. 

LVI. Provided always, and be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That every 
preſent and ſuture paymaſter, agent, or clerk of any garriſon, regiment, troop, or 
company, who is or ſhall be liable to account with any of the executors or admi— 
niſtrators of every officer or ſoldier for any of the pay of ſuch officer or ſoldier by 
him or them received, ſhall on reaſonable demand made by ſuch executor or admi- 
niſtrator, deliver a juſt and true account to any ſuch executor or adminiſtrator, of 
ſuch ſum or ſums of money as he or they ſhall have ſo reſpectively received for ſuch 
oſhcer or ſoldier, and for which they ought ſo to account as aforeſaid, ſuch execu- 
tor or adminiſtrator paying for the ſame, and ſhall account with ſuch executor or 
adminiſtrator for the ſame ; and that every ſuch paymaſter, agent, or clerk of any 
garriſon, regiment, troop, or company offending herein, ſhall forfeit the like penal- 
ties, and to be recovered in like manner as appointed by this act, for ſuch colonels 
or agents not giving due accounts of or for the pay of the ſaid oficers or ſoldiers, to 
and for ſuch officers and ſoldiers themſelves. 

LV!I. And be it further enacted by the auth ri: y aforeſaid, That if any action, 
bill, plaint, or ſuit, ſhall be brought againſt iny perſon or p-rfons fur any aft, mat» 
ter, or thing to be acted or done in purſuance of this act, that it ſhal! and may be 
lawful to and for all and every perſon or perſons ſued as aforeſaid, to plead thereunto 
the general iſſue, that he or they are not guilt, and to give ſuch ſpecial matter in 
evidence<o the jury, which thill try the iſſue, which ſp:cial matter being pleaded, 
had been a good and ſufficient matter in law to have diſcharged the ſaid defendant 
or defe1dants to the treſpaſs or other matter laid to his or their charge; and if the 
verdict (hall paſs with the ſaid defendant or defendauts in any ſuch action, the plain- 
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tiff or plaintiffs ther in become nonſuit, or ſuffer ary diſcontinuance thereof, that in 
every ſuc' caſe the juſtice or juſtices, or ſuch other judge before whom the ſaid 
matter ſha'l be tried, ſhall, by force and virtue of this act, allow. unto the defendart 


or defendants, his or their treble coſl*, which he or they thall have ſullained by 


reaſon of their wrongful vexation in defence of the ſaid action or ſuit, for which 
the ſaid defendant or defendants ſhall have the like remedy as in other caſes where 


colts by the laws of this realm are given to the defendants. 

LVIII. And be it further enacted by che authority aſor ſaid, That every bill, 
plaint, action, or ſuit againſt any perſ-n or perſons for any act, matter or thing to 
be acted or done. in purſuance of this act, br agai: it any member or miniſter of a 


court- marti il in reſpect of any ſentence cf ſuch court, or of any thing dove by vir. 
tue, or in purſuance of ſuch ſentence, ſhall be brought in ſome of the courts of ic- 


cord at Dublin, and in no other court whatſoever, 

LIX. And be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That any perſon or perſons 
whatſg:ver who ſhall directly or indireAly perſuade, or procure, or end-avour to 
perſuade or procure any ſoldier or ſoldiers in the ſervice of his Majeſty, or of his 
heirs or ſugceſſors, to deſert, ſuch perſon or perſons ſo offending, and being thereof 
lawfully convicted, ſhall ſulfer fuch fine, impriſonment, or corporal puniſhrient 
as the court before whom fuch offence ſhall be tried, ſhall in their difcretioa 
think fit. 

LX. And be it enacted, That it (hall and may be lawful for the lord lieutenant, 


or other chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the time being, to depute 


by werrant under his hand and ſeal ſome proper perſon to fign routes for the march- 
ing of any of his Majeſty's forces, with the name ef ſuch lord lieutenant, or chief 
governor. F | 

LXI And to prevent as far as my be, any unjuſt or fraudul-nt arreſts that mæy 
be made upon ſoldiers, whereby his Majeſty and the publ'c may be deprived of 
their ſervice; it is hereby further enacted by ths authority aforeſaid, That no pcr- 
ſon whatſoever, who is cr ſhall be liſted, or who ihatl liſt and enter himſelf as a 
volunteer in his Majeſty's ſervice as a ſoldier, all be liable to be taken out of his 
Myjeſty's ſervice by any proceſs of execution whatſoever, other than for ſome cri. 
minal matter, unleſs for a real debt, or other juſt cauſe of action, and unleſs before 


the taking out of ſuch proceſs or execution, not being for a criminal matter, the 


plaintiff or plaintiffs therein, or ſome other perſon or perſons on his or their behalf, 
ſhall make alſidavit before one or more judge or judges of the court of record, or 
other court out of which ſuch proceſs or execution ſhall iſſue, or before ſome perſon 
authorized to take affidavits in ſuch courts, that to his or thcir knowledge the ori- 


ginal ſum juſtly due and owing to the plaintiff or plaintiffs from the defendant or 


defendants in the action or cauſe of action on which ſuch proceſs ſhall iſſue, or the 
original debt for which fuch execution ſhall be iſſued out, amounts to twenty pounds 
at leaſt, over and above all coſts of ſuit in the ſame action, or in any action on 
which the ſame ſhall be grounded, a memorandum of which oath ſhall be marked 
on the back of ſuch preceſs or writ, for which memorandum no Tee ſhall be taken; 
and if any perſon ſliall nevertheleſs be arreſted contrary to the intent of this act, it 
{hall and may be lawful for one or more judge or judges of ſuch court, upon com- 
plaint thereof made by the party himſelf, or by any his ſuperior officer, to examine 
into the ſame by the oath of the parties or otherwiſe, and by warrant under his or 
their hands and ſeals to diſcharge ſuch ſoldier ſo arreſted contrary to the intent of 
this act, without paying any fee or fees, upon due proof made before him or them, 
that ſuch ſoldier ſo arreſted was legally enliſted as a ſoldier in his Majeſty's' ſervice, 
and arreſted contrary to the intent of this act; and alſo. to award to the party fo 
complaining ſuch colts as ſuch judge or judges ſhall think reaſonable, for the re- 
_covery whereof he ſhall have the like en that the perſon who takes out the ſaid 
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execution might have had for his coſts, or the plaintiiF in the like action mi zht 
have had for the recovery of his colts in cafe judgment had been given for him with 
coſts agaĩnſt the defendant in the ſaid action. ; 

LXII. And to the end that honeit creditorz who aim only at the recovery of their 
juſt debts due to them from perſons entered into, and enlited in his M yelly's ſervice, 
may not be hindered from ſuing for the fame, but on the co: itrary may be aſſiſt⸗ 4 
and forwarded in their ſuits, and inſtead of an arreſt, which ma at once hurt the 
ſervice, and occaſion a great expence and delay to themſelves, may be enabled 
to proceed in a more eaſy and cheap method : be it further enacted by the authority 
aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for tlie plaintiff or plaintiffs, upon 
notice firſt given in writing of the cauſe of action, to ſuch perſon or perſons fo en- 
tered, or left at his or their laſt place of reſidence before ſuch liſting, to file a com-

cient and proper accommodation, according to the intention of this act, or utenſils, 
to cook and eat their victuals to non - o n niſſioned oihicers ana ſoldiers {9 quartered 
on him or her as aforeſatd, or ſhell neglect or refrſe to furniſh good and 
ſuſſicient ſtabling for each} horſe ſo quartered on him of her as aforeſaid, at 
the rate herein beſore mentione |, and ſhall be thereof conviled before one or 
more juſtice or juſtices of the peace of the county, city, or liberty within which 
ſuch offence {hail be committed, either by his own conſeſſion, or by the oath of 
one or more credible witneſs or witneſſes, which oath the ſaid juſtice or juſtices is 
and are hereby empowered to- adminiſter, every fach high conſtable, conſtable, 
beadle, or other officer or perſon ſo offending, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence, 
the ſum of five pounds, or any ſum of money not exceeding five pounds nor leſs 


than forty ſhillings, as the ſaid juſtice or juſtices, before whom the matter ſhall be 


heard, ſhall in his or their diſcretion think fit ; to be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of 
the goods of the perſon ſo offending, by warrant under the hand and ſeal, or hands 
and ſeals of ſuch juſtice or juſtices before whom ſuch offender ſhall be convicted, or 
of one or more of them, to be directed to any conſtable within the county, city, or 
liberty, or to any of the overſeers of the poor of the pariſh where ſuch offender 
ſhall dwell ; which ſaid ſum of five pounds, or the ſaid ſum not exceeding five 
pounds, nor leſs than forty ſhillings, when levied, ſhall be applied in the firſt place in

And for the better preventing abuſes in quertering or billeting the 
ſoldiers in purfuance ot this act: be it further enacted by the authority aforciuid, 
That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for any one or more juſtice or juſtices of the 
peace within their reſpective countics, cities, or liberties, by warrant or order un. 
der his or their hand and ſeal, or hands and ſeak, at any time or times during the 
continuance of this act, to require or command any higli-conſtable, conſtable, 
beadle, or other officer who ſhall quarter or billet any ſoldiers in purſuance of this 
act, to give an account in writing unto the ſaid juitice or juſtices requiring the 
ſame, of the number of o'licers and ſoldiers who thall be quartered or billeted by 
them, and alſo the names of the houſe-keepers or perſons upon whom every ſuch 
officer or ſoldier ſha!l be quartered or billeted, together with an account of the 
ſtreet or place where every ſuch houſe-keeper dwells, and of the ff ige (if any) 
belonging to their houſes, to the end it may appear to the ſaid juftice or juſtices 
where ſuch officers and ſoldiers are quartered or billeted, and that he or they may 
thereby be better enabled to prevent or puniſh all abuſes in the quartering or bi:leting 
of them. 
LNVI. Provided nevertheleſs, and it is hereby declared by the authority aforeſaid, 
That from and after the thirt y-firit day of March, one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
ninety- eight, when and as often as any perſon or perſons ſhall be enliſted as a ſoldier 
or ſoldiers in his Majeſty's land ſervice, he and they ſhall within four ays, but not 
{ſooner than twenty-four hours aſter ſuch enliſting reſpectively, be carried before 
e next juſtice of the peace of any county, city, or place, or chief magiſtrate of 
any city, or to wn-corporate, not being an officer in the army, and before ſuch juſ- 
tice or chief magiſtrate, he or they thall. be at liberty to declare his or their diſtent 
to ſuch enliſting ; and upon ſuch declaration and returning the enliflin g money, and 
. alſo each perſon ſo diſſenting paying the ſum of twenty ſhillings for the charges 
expended or laid out upon him, ſuch perſon or per'ons ſo enliſted, ſhall, be forth- 
with diſcharged and ſet at liberty in the preſence of ſuch juſtice or chief magiſtrate;

LXVIII. And whereas it is neceſſary that accounts of the recruiting ſervice 
ſhould be regularly tranſmitted ; be it enacted, That every olhcer employed in the 
recruiting any regiment, troop, or company of his Myjeſty's forces, ſerving in and 
belonging to the eſtabliſhment of this ki: gdom, ſhall, aud he is hereby directed and 
required every two months to make up and tranſmit, examined and certified by his 
commanding officer, it reſident in Ireland, who in this caſe ſhall, and he is hereby 
directed and required to certiſy the ſame to the adjutant-gen: ral of his M jeſty's 
forces, an abſtract of the numbers recruited during the two preceding months, and 
alſo to tranſmit a copy of the ſaid abſtract, together with a regular and exact account 
of the expences which have attended the ſaid ſervice during the two preceding 
months to the agent of the corps for which ſuch officer in recruiting reſpeCtively, 
and on failure herein the officer through whoſe neglect ſuch abſtract and account, 
or a copy thereof, ſhall not have been tranſmitted to the adjutant-general or to the 
agent of the corps reſpectively, ſhall be liable to be tried for ſuch negledtꝭ by a gene- 


ral court-martial, and if convicted ſhail be caſhiered, or ſhall ſuffer ſuch other puniſh- 


ment as by ſuch court=martial thall be awarded; and the commanding officer of the 
regiment, troop, or company, in Whic:: ſuch neglect thall be committed, ſhall, and he 
is hereby directed and required to mike a report thereof to his colonel, if in Ireland, 
who hail report the fame to the commander in chief, or to ti. e ſecretary of the chief 
governor or governors of tis kingdom for the time being, or in his abſence to th: 
under ſecretary for the military department, in order that the officer fo neglecting 
may be brought to trial for the fame. 

LXIX. And be it enacted, That every paymaſter of a regiment, troop, or com- 
pany, of his Majeſty's regular forces ferving in and belonging to the eſtabliſhment 
cf this kingdom, fl:all, and he is hereby directed and required to make out and 
tranſmit to the agent of ſuch regiment, troop, or company, an account every two 
months of the exact ſubſiſtence actually paid to the effective officers and men, and 
of the broken periods ariſing from deaths, deſertions, or diſcharges of men in the 
courſe of the ſaid two months, and on the thirty-firſt day of March, and thirtieth 
day of September in every year the Caid paymoſter ſtall and he is hereby directed 
and required-to make up, and within three months from each of the above periods 
to tranſmit to the ſail agent the following accounts, that is to fay, an account of all 
the expences which have attended the recruiting fervice of his Majeſty's regular 
forces for the preceding ſix months, diſtinguiſhing the ſubliſtence- of recruits, levy 
money, and every other article of expence under their ſeveral heads, an account of 
the poundage paid to the effective men in the preceding ſix months, an account of 
hoſpital expences, travelling expences of officers and horſes before they join the troop 
or regiment, and all other leſſer contingencies which are now, or which his Majeſty 
fall by any future regulations under his royal ſign manual, direct to be allowed for 
the preceding fix months, under their ſeveral heads, the ſaid reſpective accounts to 
be examined and certified by the commanding oflicer of each reſpective corps, who 
hall, and he is hereby directed and required to examine and certify the ſame, and 
on failure herein the paymaſter through whoſe neglect the ſaid reſpective accounts 
ſhall not be tranſmitted as aforeſaid, ſhall be liable to a trial for ſuch neglect, by a 


general court-martial, and if convicted ſhall be caſhiered, or ſhall ſuffer ſuch other 
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puniſhment as by ſuch court-martial ſhall be awarded; and the commanding officer 
of the regiment, troop, or company in which ſuch neglect ſhall be committed, ſhall, 
and he is hereby directed and required to make a report thercof to his colone], (if in 
Ireland) who ſhall report the ſame to the commander in chief, or to the lecretary of 
the chief governor cr governors of this kingdom for the time being or in his ab— 
ſence, to the under ſecretary for the military department. in order that the officers 
offending may be brought to a trial for the ſame. | 

- LAX. And be it cnacted That from and after the thirty-firſt day of March, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-eight, theagent of every regiment, troop, and 


company of his Majeſty's regular forces, ſerving in, and belonging to the eſtabliſl- 
ment of this kingdom, ſhall, and they are hereby directed and required to make up 


an annual account of each regiment, troop, or com pany, for the preceding ycar, end- 
ing the thirty-ſirſt day of March, the ſaid accounts to be made up within fix months 
aſter the expiration of the year, and in the ſaid accounts the ſeveral impreſts, or 
monies received, including the monies received for caſt horſes fold, and every

ing mutiny and deſertion, and for the better payment of the ar: my and ther quac- 


ters: be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That all crimes and offences which 
have been committed againſt the ſaid act, ſhall and may, during the continuance 
of this preſent act, be enquired of, heard, tried, and determined, adjudged, an! 
puniſhed before, and by the like courts, perſons, powers, authorities, ways, means, 
and methods, as the like crimes and offences committed againſt this act, may 
be enquired of, heard, tried, determined, adjudged, and puniſhed; and the pro- 
ccedings of a court-martial upon any trial begun under the authority of ſuch for- 
mer act, ſhall not be diſcontinued by the expiration of the ſame, but it ſhall be 
lawful to proceed to judgment upon ſuch trial, and to carry ſuch judgment into 
execution in the like manner, as if the proceedings had been commenced under 
the authority of this act.

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LXXII. Provided always, That no perſon ſhall be liable to be tried and puniſhed 
for any offence againſt the ſaid act, which ſhall appear to have been committed 
more than three years before the iſſuing of the commiſſion « or warrant for ſuch 
trial, except only for the offence of deſertion. 

LXXIII. And it is hereby enaQted by the authority aforeſaid, That the oſſi- 
cers and perſons employed, or that ſhall be employed in the ſeveral trains of artit- 
lery, be at all times ſubject to all penalties and puniſhments mentioned in 
this act, and ſhall in all reſpects whatſoever, be holden to be within the in-

HEREAS ſeamen and mariners after entering into articles 

to ſerve on board merchant ſhips during their voyages 

from Ireland to his Majeſty's colonics and plantations in the Weſt 
Indies, and thence to Ireland, do frequently deſert from ſuch ſhips 
on their arrival at or in ſuch colonies and plantations, on account 
of the exorbitant wages given by maſters and commanders of other 
merchant ſhips by the run or groſs, to ſeamen and mariners, when 
in ſuch colonies. or plantations, to induce them to enter on board 
their ſhips: And-whereas ſuch ſeamen and mariners upon entering 
into articles for ſuch voyages from Ircland, uſually receive large 
ſums of money in advance, for the purpoſe of their out-fit, and 
monthly allowances are frequently paid to their families towards 
their ſupport and maintenance during the abſence of ſuch ſeamen 
and mariners : And whereas ſuch deſertions have been the means 
of depriving many merchant ſhips of a ſufficient number of ſea- 
men and mariners to navigate them back to Ireland, and thereby 
occaſioned great loſſes to the merchants trading to the ſaid colonies 
and plantations: For remedy whereof, be it enacted by the King's 
moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the 
lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parlia- 
mem afſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That from and 
after the firſt day of July, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-
